The Gardner Gun.—A trial of the improved Gardner 
Machine Gun—the Pratt and Whitney Company of Hartford 
makers and proprietors—wus arranged to take place at Wash- 
ington, May 15, but has been postponed to May 22. The 
original gun was invented by William Gardner, of Toledo, O., 
in 1874, and the first gun ¢onstructed by the company was 
tested at the Navy-yard, Washington, in November, 1875, be- 
fore Commodore Jeffers, of the Navy, and General Benet, of 
the Army. The system was then commended, and subse- 
uent improvements being made, another trial was made at 
Washington in June, 1879, by a Naval Board, consisting of 
Commander Harrison, and Lieutenants Hitchcock and Mc- 
Lean, of the Navy. The Board reported that ‘‘ the general 
results of the experiments were highly satisfactory in every 
respect.” The Army Ordnance Board at Sandy Hook (con- 
sisting of Colonels Crispin and Baylor, and Major Comly), 
have also made trials of the gun, and sum up by saying that 
these trials ‘‘ having shown it to be one of simple construc- 
tion, easily manipulated, and of sure action, (though of less 
rapidity of fire than other machine guns heretofore tested by 
the Board,) and in view of the fact that its cost, for a machine 
gun, will be comparatively light, the Board would recommend 
the purchase by the Department of a limited number for 
actual trial in service, as compared to other machine guns 
now in the hands of troops.”

Brivce Buripine In Wrominc.—From Snake River, Wyo., 
a correspondent writes, April 30, 1880: ‘‘ The bridge over the 
Snake, with its approaches and roadways, is now finished 
and open to military trains, and to the public as well. It is 
a handsome, substantial structure, and should survive even 
the Ute campaign, whose exigencies called it into being. It was 
built entirely by the labor of the troops — companies of 
the 14th and two companies of the 9th Infantry), who, under 
the skilful management of Major J. W. Mason, 3d Cavalry, 
persevered with praiseworthy zeal through sunshine and 
storm, day in and day out, until success crowned their efforts. 
It consists of four spans, each 86 ft. in length, resting on 
crib-work, filled with cobble stones ; the length over all, in- 
cluding abutments, being about 174 ft. There is not a single 

iece of cut lumber about it; cottonwood logs, snaked in 
rom the forest over the snow, were hewn and fashioned 
with few appliances, at great expenditure of pains and labor, 
but the work steadily advanced, without a single accident, 
save from the severity of the weather, to retard or mar its 
progress from beginning to end. Logs of the proper dimen- 
sions were hard to find, and so the stringers were spliced 
with a cunningly devised joint, which made them as strong 
and enduring as though constructed of a single piece. The 
iron rods ont plates used for strengthening the trusses were 
made in Pittsburgh, and shipped thence, arriving here on the 
very day they were needed. 

“In addition to this useful work, the{troops cut and squared 
the timbers for the bridge over Bear River, 45 miles beyond 
this camp. These were lashed on sleds built for the purpose 
and hauled to the river crossing, and so the two bridges 
were erected pari passu; the last named being 100 ft. 
longer, and of course requiring more timber, but it, too, is 
about finished. Five companies of the 4th Infantry furnished 
the fatigue details for it, and Major Mason the plans and

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INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


A despatch from Tucson, Ari., says: ‘‘Oaptain Kramer 
with twenty-eight men of the 6th Cavalry att Victorio’s 
band of Indians, ninety strong, near Canon yes- 
terday. Blackman’s command of sixteen cavalrymen and 
twenty-eight Indian scouts were momentarily expected to re- 
inforce Kramer. When the courier left pid Kramer’s 
men had been wounded. Reinforcements are on the way 
from Camp Thomas and Camp Grant. Victorio is trying to 
reach the San Carlos reservation to get the wives of his war- 
riors, and if possible reinforcements.” A later despatch 
says: “ Victorio lost eleven of his band, killed in the recent 
fight with Capt. Kramer, of the 6th Cavalry. Thelatter lost 
Sergt. Griffin, killed. A number of Apaches had joined Vic- 
torio’s band from the New Mexico Reservation, and it is 
thought he has also been reinforced by warriors from the 
San Carlos Reservation in Arizona. At last accounts, Capt. 
Madden, of the 6th Cavalry, and his command, were in 
vicinity of Hillsborough, directly on the trail of a body of 
about 200 Indians.” 

Adjt. Gen. Townsend has received the following telegram : 

Some 40 of Victorio’s men have made their way into Arizona, 
and are reported to have committed some serious depredations. 
The troops there have been expecting the raid, and Kramer’s com- 
pany, 6th Cavalry, and some scouts attacked the Indians, as soon 
as discovered, near Stevens's Ranch, between Apache and Thom- 
as. There was arunning fight for two da s, but so far without 
results. The pursuit has been taken up by all available troo 
under the immediate direction of Col. Carr. The difficulty on 
Colorado has been quickly and entirely disposed of by Lieut.-Col. 
Price, to whom the Uhimehuevas all surre: dered. They delivered 
up the two murderers to the military authority, and will be 
dealt with by the civil courts of California, as will also the white 
man who was the aggressor. McDowsz1L, Major-General, 

Late news from the Apaches is contained in the following 
telegram from New Mexico : 

Sheriff Whitehill and most of our party arrived here Sunday 
night from the Magollan Mountains. 50 citizen volunteers accom- 
panied ‘ apt. Madden, of the 6th Cava ry, on his scout, following 
about 100 Indians. The trail which was not more than two da: 4 
old filed to the northwest through Magollan Road. A-courier 
came in this morning bringing news that the Indians had avoided 
Capt. Madden’s command, turning on their trail and killing six 
more people in Frisco Valley. We cannot ascertain the where- 
sbuate of Gen. Hatch’s command.

THE WEST POINT CASE. 


ConTINUING our report of the Whittaker case from last 
week's record, on Friday, May 7, the court re-assembled, 
with Assistant U.S. District Attorney Fiero in the witness- 
stand. His superior officer, District Attorney Stewart L. 
Woodford, sat near him and took notes. Recorder Sears 
then said that he desired to. have Mr. Fiero understand that 
the court did not wish to interfere in any way with the civil 
prosecution of the case, and asked the witness if he could 
give any advice to the court which would aid in the investi- 
gation. Mr. Fiero referred the court to Gen. Woodford, who, 
he said, would subsequently tell the court how far he could 
go in answering questions put to him, and then added that 
he did not know that he could give the court any further in- 
formation for the investigation, as in his opinion it had been 
quite exhausted, but he added : “‘ A great deal of the know- 
ledge I possess is the property of the Grand Jury, which, as 
is well known, is the highest court in the land.” The Re- 
corder asked if he had discovered any attempt on the part of 
the military authorities to hide anything, when he replied, ‘‘I 
have not.” Recorder Sears next said to Mr. Fiero: ‘It has 
been a matter of report and rumor that during your last visit 
to Highland Falls you were followed by two mounied 


officers.” 

‘* Well,” began Mr. Fiero, after a moment's hesitation, 
“‘T’ll give you the details. Iarrived here on the 12th of last 
month. I came at the request of the United States District 
Attorney and waited upon General Schofield, who gave me 
every facility to carry on my so-called ‘ independent investi- 
gation,’ although it was an investigation of the civil authori- 
ties. On Wednesday, the 14th, having had my attention 
called to a so-called clue, known as the Ryan clue, I started 
at about noon to walk to Highland Falls. After I had gone 
about a mile—perhaps it was a mile -and a half—I heard 
horses behind me, and turning I saw two horsemen about 
300 or it may have been 250 yards away. I noticed that the 
horsemen wore blue pants. There was a wall, a stone wall, 
conveniently by, and I sat down upon this wall under a large 
tree. Just before reaching the place where I on the stone 
wall was seated the horsemen turned back and I continued 
on my journey. I went on to see the party I desired to see 
at Highland Falls, and as I was returning still afoot to West 
Point, I looked up the road leading to Ryan’s saloon and saw 
a pair of blue pants, in fact two pairs of blue pants; talkin 
with a man whom I now identify as Ryan, I kept straigh 
on and met two soldiers of Company E, your [Liout. Sears’s} 
company. ‘They appeared to be a little mtoxicated and very 
happy. I talked with them and asked them if officers were 
in the habit of visiting Ryan’s place, and the intoxicated 
soldiers said ‘yes.’ I returned to West Point, and that is all 
there was of it.” 

Having finished this statement Mr. Fiero leaned back and 
laughed. The members of the court did not join in the 
merriment. ‘‘Mr. Fiero,” said the court, ‘‘ are you 
those horsemen were officers ?”

A., have brought his domestic affairs under discussion, it is 
only just to say that the stories of domestic infelicity are 
emphatically denied by the only person who, in the absence 
of Capt. Wright, is able to speak with authority on the sub- 
ject. Aside from the peculiar conditions of mind resulting 
from Capt. Wright's ill health, his marriage with Judge 
Paschal’s daughter had been, we are assured, 2 happy one- 
The night preceding his death, as we have already stated, an 
alarm of burglars arose in his house. It waa his brother, 
however, and not Capt. Wright, who searched the house with 
a pistol in hand. Capt. Wright knew nothing of it. The 
next morning, after a sleepless night, the Captain went into 
his brother’s room where the pistol had been thrown into the 
drawer of a commode. What unfortunate suggestion of 
mental disturbance led to its use will never be known, but it 
is apparent that the act which cost Capt. Wright his life is 
relieved of the appearance of deliberation which attended it 
as first reported. Capt. Wright had been twice married, but 
was not separated from his wife, until two months since, 
when Mrs. Wright was called to Texas by urgent business. 
In March she returned to Philadelphia, where she now is, to 
be under the care of a physician. On the Saturday previous 
to his death Capt. Wright went to Philadelphia and spent 
the day with his wife. Theo Wednesday following Mrs. 
Wright went to Washington and remained with her husband 
until Thursday morning. Saturday morning*he was found 
dead.

‘*Gen. Trevino in reply thanked Gen. Ord in the name of 
the State of Nuevo Leon and of Mexico for his kind expres- 
sions, trusting that the friendly relations now existing be- 
tween the two republics would always continue, The festivi- 
ties were continued on the American side to-day in a luncheon 


party at Fort Duncan. Gens. Trevino, Ord, Canada, Hunt,

Tue report of 1st Lieut. Edward Maguire, Corps of Engi- 
neers, dated March 24, 1880, in regard to the improvement of 
the Missouri River above the mouth of the Yellowstone, con- 
tains much that is interesting. It gives a minute and careft j 
account, not only of the work done on the river above the 
Falls since, and including the reconnoisance made in 1872, but 
also of the various plans heretofore suggested for over- 
coming the obstacles that have prevented the use of that 
portion of the river for purposes of navigation. It also sets 
forth in etrong terms the benefits which will accrue to our 
people when the river above the Falls shall be navigated. 

In last week's JouRNAL we gave a brief account of certain 
controversies between the artillery and ordnance offi- 
cers at Washington Arsenal, in which we stated that 
Capt. McKee, of the Ordnance Department, had pre- 
ferred charges for conduct unbecoming officers and gentile- 
men, against Capt. J. C. Breckenridge and 1st Lieut. E. B, 
Hubbard, 2d U. 8. Artillery. We have been since informed 
that it is only against Lieut. Hubbard such charges have 
been preferred, and that the charge against Capt. Brecken- 
ridge is ‘‘conduct prejudicial,” ete. The latest advices 
from Washington aro that the whole subject of these con- 
troversies is to be referred to a Board of Officers to meet at 
the Arsenal on Monday, May 17, said Board to consist of 
Col. James B. Fry, Adjutant-General’s Department ; Surg. 
John M. Cuyler, Medical Department; and Lieut.-Col. 
Alexander J. Perry, Quartermaster’s Department. This will 
doubtless result in a satisfactory solution of the difficulties in 
question. Some gentlemen in Congress have taken sides in 
the matter and the dispute has become quite lively. Mr. 
Garfield, who is a friend of Lieut. Hubbard, takes the side 
of the Artillery, while Mr. Blackburn, who is a friend of 
Major McKee, is equally zealous for the Ordnance, 

Tue prospective retirement of Col. French, of the 4th 
Artillery, referred to in JourNAu of last week, and the con- 
sequent promotions in the artillery arm, will leave vacant the 
important command of Light Battery K, 1st U. 8. Artillery, 
Capt. R. H. Jackson, its present efficient commander, receiy- 
ing his ‘promotion to major, which will take him to the 
5th U. 8. Artillery: The command of a light battery is 
much prized by artillery captains, and we trust a selection 
will be made which will be satisfactory to the regiment and 
to the Service. Capt. R. L. Frank will be the senior captain 
of the regiment, next to him coming Capt. Alanson M. 
Randol. As Capt. Frank will stand first for promotion to 
major, and a vacancy is probably not far off, and as he was 
for many years an infantry officer, Capt. Randol would seem 
to be the next in order. As he has been an artillery officer 
for twenty years, and has already commanded tho light 
battery, relieving Capt. Graham some years ago, and re- 
linquished it on account of private affairs, his selection at 
this juncture would be in accord with the rules of the Ser- 
vice. 

BensamMin FRANKLIN’s daughter, Sallie Franklin, was 
married to Mr. Richard Bache, one of two brothers who 
came from Wales. ‘Their son Richard Bache married Sophia 
Dallas, sister of the Vice-President. A Washington corres- 
pondent of Harper’s Bazar, calls attention to the fact that 
Mrs. Sophia Bache was the mother of nine children, and 
every daughter and son married well. Herdaughters married 
in the order of their ages, Robt. J. Walker, Secretary of the 
Treasury; Mr. Irwin, Minister to Denmark ; Gen. W. H. 
Emory, U. 8. Army; Richard Wainwright of the Navy, who 
died at sea; Mr. Chas, Abert, a lawyer of Washington, and 
Allan McLane, now a resident of Washington, at one time 
in the Navy, and the son of Louis McLane, Secretary of 
State and of the Treasury, and Minister to England. Of 
the sons, Richard Bache, a lieutenant in the Navy, was lost 
at sea in 1850. Another son, Alexander Dallas Bache, who 
graduated at the head of his class at West Point, was identi- 
fied with the Coast Survey from 1843 to his death in 1867. 
Mrs, Sallie Franklin Wainwright, the widow of Lieut. Wain- 
wright, the son of Col. Wainwright, of the Marine Corps, 
was for about 18 years chief of the division in the Quarter- 
master-General’s Office in which ladies were employed, for 
after her husband's death her children had to depend on her 
earnings for a support. One of her sons is in the Coast 
Survey and one in the Navy. Her daughter married Seaton 
Schroeder, U. 8. Navy, whose father was at one time Charge 
d’Affaires in Sweden, and afterward librarian of the Astor 
Library. Mrs. Abert, Mrs. Emory, and Mrs. Irwin, of Phila- 
delphia, still survive. Philip, the son of Alex. Hamilton, 
was the brother-in-law of Mr. McLane, as is also Gen. Joe 
Johnston, One of his brothers, Robert McLane, is a mem- 
ber of Congress, and another, Louis McLane, President of 
the Bank of. Nevada, San Francisco. Mrs. McLane died at 
sea, as did two of her brothers ; one, George Mifflin Bache, 
a lieutenant-commander in the Navy, was washed overboard 
and drowned in 1846. His wife was the daughter of Admiral 
Patterson, and one of her sisters married Admiral Porter. 
Her brother, Carlisle Patterson, is Chief of the Coast Survey. 
One of her sons, Dallas Bache, is in the Army, and another, 
George M. Bache, is in the Navy. Another brother of Sophia 
Dallas Bache was a commodore in the Navy, and he married 
Henrietta Constantia Meade, the eldest sister of the late 
Gen. George B. Meade. Their son, Col. A. J. Dallas, is in 
the Army.

LAW OF APPOINTMENT AND PROMOTION, 


Lizut. Wn. E. Birxaimer, 3d U. S. Artillery. has 
just published in pamphlet form a paper read before the 
United States Military Institute, West Point, N. Y., on 
the *“‘Law of Appointment and Promotion in the 
Regular Army of the United States.” He gives an 
interesting history of the changes that have occurred in 
the law since the Government was established, as the 
result of which he reaches these conclusions as to the 


present status : 

In the regulations of 1857, all allusion to original vaeancies 
was omitted. It was stated therein that *‘ ail vacancies in 
established regiments or corps shall be filled by promotion 
according to seniority, except in cases of disability or other 
incompetency.” This language is retained in the revised 
regulations of 1863 now in force. 

n filling newly created offices, thereafter to be a part of a 
fixed regiment or corps, the question arises, What rule should 
be followed? Should they be considered as original, and be 
filled by selection ; or as part of the regiment or corps at the 
time of the creation of the office, and therefore be filled by 


— promotion. : : 

question to be settled is : What is meant by vacancies 

in established regiments or corps? It is diseussed ina report 

of the Senate Military Committee made April 29, 1878. ‘The 
war caused by the manner in which the offices created 

for the Quartermaster’s Department by act July 28, 1866, 

were filled, 

It was held by the majority to be “‘a well settled principle of 
law that in the construction of statutes, a revision thereof shall 
be held to work no change in the law unless the language of the 
revision ciearly shows such change to lave been intended. If the 
construction is doubtful, it will be presumed that the meaning of 
the law is the same as it was before, 

* Now, do the Regulations of 1857 clearly show an intention to 
change the rule previously in fo'ce ? That depends upon the 
question whether the rule in the Regulations of 1857 necessarily 
has a meaning inconsistent with that of the previous rule. When 
is a regimenc or corps established withiu the meaning of that 
clause ? It is clear that it is not thus established by the law that 
requires and fixes it. If that were so, the right to fill vacancies by 
selection would thereby be wholly taken away from the Presi- 


t. 

“The true meaning of the rule, we believe, is chat the regi- 
ment or corps is established 7. when all the offices belongin 
to it by law have once been filled. Let us supp.se by wa ot 
illustration that a new regiment is added to the Army by law 
When is that regiment estabi shed within the meaning of the Army 
Regulations of 1863? Is it established by the appointment of a 
part of the officers only ? It seems to us that it cannot be, other- 
wise the ae of its 2d lieutenants would take away from 
the President the appointment of its Ist lieutenants... . . Yet 
the regiment is estaviished at any time as to the officers actually 
appotnted and confirmed. and they are entitled to promotion if a 
vacancy pens in a higher office which has once filled, but 
until all the officers have been oppeinted the regiment is only 
partrally established. It is not estahished until a the offices in 
t have been filled. The same rule applies to a corps of the Army. 
Until the offices in the corps have been filled, the corps is not 


when the offices of 28th July, 1866, were created, the Quar- 
termaster’s Department was not established until all these 
were filled, hence the President had the right to fill them, as 
he did. by selection. 

A letter of the Adjutant-General was submitted with the 
Report, in which the opinion was expressed that the act 
spoken of above disestablished the Quartermasters’ Depart- 
ment, and that it did not become established again until 
after the rules of promotion had been complied with, viz. : 
not until the vacancies created thereby had been filled by 
selection, as original vacancies had ever been. 

On the part of the minority, embracing four members of 
the Committee, the con view was presented. In this it 
was held that ‘the Regulations down to and including the 
year 1857 clearly draw the distinction between original vacan- 
cies, that is, vacancies created by statute, and accidental 
vacancies such as are created by death, resignation, etc.” 
The minority then remarked : 

But in the Regulations of 1857, the language is essential! 
changed, to wit: “‘ All vacancies in established regiments an 
corps to the rank of colonel) shall be filled by promotion according 
to seniority, except in case of disability or other incompetency ? 
And this identical language is used in the Regulations of 1861 and 
in the Revised Regulations of 1863. It will be observed that in 
all the Regulations prior to 1857, vacancies were divided into two 
classes, original and accidental ; the former to be filled by selection 
by the t, im the manner prescribed by the Constitution, 

ile the latter were filled by the rule of seniority. 


'This change, it was argued, was not accidental. It was 
miade with a p ; and by — sweeping term 
‘All vacancies,” covered every case that could possibly 
happen or be created. The merging of the two terms original 
and accidental into the more comprehensive ‘‘all,” made it, 
out of abundance of caution, impossible to fritter away the 
power of this marked change. It clearly embraced every 
possible vacancy, and consequently those created for the 

artermaster’s Department in 1866, which should have been 
filled, the minority contended, according to the rule of 
séniority. The words “all vacancies” in the minds of the 
minority were the pivot on which the argument turned. 

The majority seem to have, in this matter, expressed the 

tter opinion. But it is respectfully submitted that the 
pth travelled over in arriving thereat was circuitous and un- 
satisfactory. It was attempting to prove that a fired, rigid 
body was at the same time elastic; for truly, an established 
regiment is a rigid body so far as the offices belonging thereto 
are concerned. The view of the majority was, that an 
established regiment of to-day could at the same time 
embrace any possible creation of the future. This would 
render it impossible to have any established regiment as that 
term 1s known to the Army ; and is at variance with the true 
meaning of the words. 

The difficulty seems to be that the majority did not take 

the solid, but to them apparently uncertain ground, that the 
vacancies giving rise to the discussion were original, and 
therefore to be filled by selection agreeably to immemorial 
usage. 
This, it is maintained, is the correct view of the subject. 
Regulations did not create original vacancies. In using that 
term the first Regulations simply described a certain class 
that has existed since we have had an Army. This particular 
class can at any time be brought into existence by the law 
making power; the method of filling is a matter of well- 
known usage, based on the Constitution. 

The editions of the Regulations down to 1857, by using the 
term original vacancy did nothing more than the first, viz.: 
describe a certain kind that existed ; they neither created nor 
perpetuated, but simply described. Original vacancies were 
before Regulations. They existed, when at all, independently 
of any Regulations, which gave the constitutional rule for 
filling them, but did not create the rule. Abolish Regulations 
and they will continue to exist as long as new offices are 
added to the Army by the law-making power. 

As Regulations did not create the class of vacancies called 
original, nor the law for filling them, neither could they 
abolish them. Indeed it may be asked, how did the Regula- 
tions come to touch on this subject. They have never been 
authorized by law so to do, except by sec. 14, act of March 
2d, 1821, which was repealed next year; and sec. 37, act of 
July 28, 1866. If the Regulations of 1857 intended to inter- 
fere in any manner with the laws for making appointments, 
they did so without warrant in law. 

The “established Regiments or Corps” of the 1857 Regula- 
tions were those that existed in accordance with law. Each 
had a certain number--definite and fixed—of officers. This 
tixidity of character enabled it to be described as established. 
Any new oifice created by law to be added thereto is an 
original vacancy: one outside entirely of the establishment, 
but which will become part of it when the office has been 
once lawfully filled. Selection is the lawful way to fill it, 
under the Constitution and the usage of a century. 

The act of August 6, 1861, adding certain offices of high 
grade to the Engineer, and Topographical Engineer, Corps ; 
of April 16, 1862, increasing the Medica] Department; of July 
17, 1862, increasing the Adjutant-General’s Department, all 
provided that the vacancies so created should be filled by 
promotion. Is it true that the law never does a vain, or 
foolish, or useless thing? The provision prescribing how 
these vacancies should be filled is all three, if the argument 
of the minority is correct, that original vacancies for old 
regiments are a thing of the past; for in that case they would 
of necessity be filled by promotion, and saying they should 
be was surplusage. 

Section LI., act choy Saf 1862, chapter 201, reorganized the 
Cavalry forces of the United States Army. A Major and two 
companies were added to the old regiments. But it was pro- 
vided that “ vacancies caused by this organization shall not 
be considered as original, but shall be filled by regular pro- 
motion.” Again: the 17th section, act of July 2%, 1866, reor- 
ganizing the Medical Department provided that original 
vacancies in the grade of Assistant Surgeon should be tilled 
in the manner therein prescribed. If the 1857 Regulations 
made the creation of an original vacancy for established corps 
an impossibility, the laws just quoted make them a possibility; 
yea, more, make them a fact. 

Wherein lies the differeuce in character between the vacan- 
cies created in the Cavalry above spoken of, and those created 
in the Quartermaster’s Department in 1866? Both were old 
establishments. The vacancies created in each case were in 
excess of, but were to be added to, the existing establish- 
ments. In the case of the Cav the law says the vacancies 
were original, and to prevent their being filled by selection, 
provided it should be done by regular promotion. As the 
vacancies created for the Quartermaster’s Department in 1866, 
were in nature precisely similar to those for the Cavalry in 
1862, they were also original. If the law making power in- 
tended they should be filled in any other manner than that 
sanctioned by usage—selection—it would have said so, as in 
case of the Cavalry.

In a despatch dated May 1, Commander Potter gives an 
account of his reception by the authorities and people of 
Ire}jand, substantially the same as that we have already pub- 
lished, viz.: Tuesday, May 21, welcomed with an address by 
a deputation of officials headed by the Mayor of Dublin, and 
passed up to the anchorage amid the cheers of the people, 
receiving another address in the evening from a deputation 
of citizens. Wednesday, April 21. the Mayor appears and 
presents another address on behalf of the Mansion House 
Committee, and an invitation to a ball for May 4, which 
invitation is accepted. Invitations are also received and 
— to visit the theatre and attend a fancy dress ball on 
April 23. April 22, the Mayor of Cork appears witha deputa- 
tion and an invitation to a citizens’ banquet, which is 
accepted. Saturday, April 24, H. R. H. the Duke of Edin- 
burgh visited the ship and arranged to have the cargo trans- 
ferred to the gunboats under his command. In the evening 
Commander Potter dined with H. R. H. on board his flagship. 
Sunday, April 25, the ship was crowded with visitors. The 
Irish Land League and the people of Cork present addresses, 
also the people of Queenstown, one to parts of which excep- 
tion is taken, and they are stricken out. Monday, April 26, 
the freedom of the city of Dublin is conferred by a unani- 
mous vote of the corporation. Lunched with the Admiral, 
Smith Barry, and the Royal Cork Yacht Club; dined with 
Rear-Admiral C. V. Hamilton, meeting H. R. H. in each 
case. Commander Potter concludes as follows: ‘‘We have 
been tendered the use of the following named club rooms, 
viz., Royal Cork and Royal Western Yacht Clubs of Ireland, 
of «jueenstown, and the Cork Club of Cork ; have received 
invitations to dine with the different Army and Navy messes, 
and with the County Cork Club, also complimentary tickets 
to the Spring Show of the South of Ireland Horticultural 
Society. We go to Dublin on Monday, May 3, and to Galway 
Wednesday, May 5, where we are to be entertained at a 
dinner and a ball on Thursday, May 6. Will return to 
Queenstown Friday, May 7. Will receive our friends and 
those who have entertained us on Saturday, May 8, and will 
sail from this port by the tirst fair wind. Will commence 
taking in ballast Monday, May 3, which will be stowed during 
the early part of the week. 

On the night of May 7, Commander Potter and the officers 
of the Constellation left Dublin for Cork after a very enjoy- 
able visit. Mr. Barrows, U. 8. Consul at Dublin, entertained 
them at a luncheon party Wednesday afternoon, on which 
day Commander Potter, with Messrs. Graham, Dorne, and 
Hall, went to Galway, Messrs. Forsythe, Billing, and Gravatt 
following the next day, and Mr. Halpine remaining at Dublin 
with his friends. A garden party was given on Thursday 
afternoon at Galway in their honor, and there was also a 
dinner at the Club and a ball in the evening, at which the 
Duke of Edinburgh was present. On the 11th the Consiella- 
tion, having fully discharged her cargo, left Queenstown for 
New York, many new found friends of the officers accom- 
panying in a tug as far as possible. The beach was lined 
with the citizens of Queenstown, who cheered lustily as the 
Constellation passed out to sea. The parting farewell was as 
hearty as it was spontaneous.

THE DOUBLE TURRETTED MONITORS. 


Tue Secretary of the Navy, on the 11th of May, communi- 
cated to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, in com- 
pliance with an act of Congress, the reports of the Boards 
appointed to examine the ironclads Amphitrite, Terror, 
Monadnock, and Puritan. 

The Board on the Monadnock, at Mare Island, have deter- 
mined that it is to the interest of the Government to com- 
clete that vessel according to the existing plans, models, and 
agreements with the following modifications: To substitute 
pompound armor for that now used, to lower the turret ar- 
mor from the inside structure, which will allow the guns the 
required depression and the base of the turret the protection 
of the outside glacis rim; to fit a composite ring inside the 
turret to relieve the spindle from anysudden or heavy strain, 
as shown in the accompanying turret plan. They approve 
of the turret system and of ey “wes engines with twin 
screws. The vessel has sufficient displacement to carry the 
weights which are tobe placed.on board, and if completed 
with the compound armor and such improvements in detail 
as the experience in the construction of the more advanced 
vessel, the Monadnock, has shown to be desirable, she will be 
a valuable war vessel. The weights of proposed armor are :

De- 
ducting the expense of putting rolled iron armor on sides as 
per agreement, estimated at 17 c. per lb. for labor and ma- 
terials, $132 654.40; leavea the net cost of modifications, 
$219,222.14. Commo, Colhoun, Captain Irwin, Comdr, 
Cooke, Chief Engineers Fletcher, Kutz and Davids ; Feaster, 
asst, naval constractor, composed the Board.

6in. deep amidships, 
extending the whole length of the vessel. Armor backing to 
connect of best Georgia yellow pine instead ot white oak. 

Two turrets of Ericsson type, interior dianieter 26ft. 6in., 
and height 9ft. 6in. mailed with 12in. compound armor. 
Pilot house to be covered with 10in. of same material, and 
thesmoke pipe and ventilator with 8in. Passages on berth 
deck to be shifted in against engine and fire room bulkheads, 
the space vacated to be used for coal. : 

Yellow pine of 3in. in thickness to constitute planking of 
both upper and berth decks, to be increased in the former to 
the width of three strakes, to 4in, in thickness, on either side 
next to the waterways. 

Deck house to be abolished, and apartments placed below, 
leaving platform on bridge between turrets. Armored ven 
tilator to be increased from 8ft. to 11ft. in diameter. Eight 
boats recommended, 1 steam cutter, 4 cutters, 1 gig, 1 
dinghy (dimensions given.) . 

The Board concur in a number of suggestions made by 
the Stevens Board. Displacement in excess of weight, 226 
tons. Excess will allow heavier armament and increase of coal. 
Freeboard of 30in. Should a further decrease in weight be 
desired, the side armor could be reduced half an inch, and 
the other armor in proportion, leaving the resisting power 
quite equal to the iron armor designed for the vessel. 

The advantages of moving {the passages between the for- 
ward and after berth deck are that it gives a more direct 
communication, fore and aft, increases the coal space, and in 
case of accident to the boilers, facilitates the closing of the 
boiler stop valves. 

Two additional blowers for turrets recommended, and two 
for fire room, with engines and connections complete ; also 


that propellers be so lengthened that their surface will be in- 
creased 15 per cent.

Rear Admiral Selfridge, Capt. Ramsay, Chief Engineer Har- 
ris, P. A. Eng. Kafer, Naval Constructor Mintonye, and Asst, 
Naval Constructor Mallett composed the Board. , 

Mr, Pook, Naval Constructor, concurs in thereport, with the 
exception that a more formidable ship could be obtained 
by the erection of a central citadel, say 120 feet in length, 
having the turrets on the top at either end. The whole to 
have 12 inch armored plate, steel faced. The upper deck to 
be carried to ends of ship, to accommodate officers and crew. 
The additional weight of the superstructure would bring the 
armored deck just at, or near, the load water line, which 
would be the best position for fighting the ship. 

The Board of officers who examined the double turretted 
monitors Terror and Amphitrite, consisted of Rear Ad 
George H. Preble, president; Naval Constructor John Len- 
thall, Chief Engineers C. H. Loring and George R. Johnson, 
Commander H. L. Howison, and Naval Constructors T. D. 
Wilson and Geo. R. Boush. The Board were unanimous in 
the opinion that, in view of the large sums already expended 
on those vessels, that it is for the interest of the Government 
to complete them, while differing in their ideas as to how 
they should be completed. They were also unanimous in 
opinion that compound armor should be substituted for the 
sides and other armored parts, for the iron plating originally 
designed. 

They found that it is not to the interest of the Government 
to complete the vessels according to the existing plans, but 
reported that the changes specified should be made to in- 
crease their safety and qualities of attack and defence. 
These changes, in addition to substituting compound armor, 
are, to substitute for present dimensions of the armor 

one upper course four feet wide and seven inches thick, ex- 
tending from the stem to a point five feet abaft vhe after 
watertight bulkhead, continuing the course around the stern 
with plates six inches thick, and below this course another of 
four inches thickness, two feet wide, extending from the stem 
to the point aft, where it becomes of a width insufficient for 
proper fastening ; that the use of the original turrets, pilot 
house, armored smoke pipe and air duct be abandoned, and 
others constructed of compound armor plates of the thick- 
ness given ; the extension of watertight bulkheads to the 


upper deck. 

Tine changes will increase the weights, and reduce the free 
board to about thirty inches. The armament will be ten- 
inch breech-loading steel rifles, instead of muzzle-loading 
fifteen-inch smooth bore cast iron guns. The increase m 
weight and displacement will somewhat reduce the speed, but 
the horse power cannot be increased without a considerable 
addition to the weights. The Board advise no change in the 
motive machinery proposed. . 

The cost of completing the vessels as proposed, is: For 
the Terror, $953,800; for the Amphitrite, $931,800. The 
new guns and carrizges will cost $76,600 for each ship. The 
total.cost to complete the Terror will, therefore, be $1,030, - 
400, and the Amphitrite, 31,008,400. hy

Mere than one-half of the whole number of officers on 
the retired list are, as will be seen, comparatively young 
men, and a goodly number of them are to all appearances 
strong, healthy men, and this is what the gentlemen in 
Congress cannot understand. They say—not we, for 
we are only quoting a common remark among them— 
that if a vacancy occurs on the retired list, the persons 
who have the matter in hand appear to rummage around 
to find some young captain or lieutenant to put in quick, 
and fill up the list so that there shall be no room to put 
in some of the old officers who they (the congressmen) 
think ought to be placed there. In a conversation 
which occurred in the Military Committee room of the 
Senate, it was said that the Committee advocated and 
finally passed a bill to make a certain officer a brigadier- 
general upon what they considered a tacit agreement 
that the officer, who was much past the age of 62, was 
to retire, as he asked for promotion on the ground of 
long service and a wish to retire with an additional 
grade. After the passage of the bill they discovered 
that the general had no idea of retiring, and that he was 
fighting their compulsory retirement bill with all his 
might, at which they became irate. 

The boards which have examined officers with a view 
to their retirement have doubtless tried to do their 
whele duty, and perhaps it is not their fault that an 
officer who had seen only a year or two of service, and 
who never joined his¥regiment, and who was then re- 
tired for disability ‘‘not incident to the service” (which 
frequently means drunkenness), should have the same 
retired pay that is given to an oflicer of the same rank 
who is retired for honorable wounds and long service. 
It is altogether probable that the President has been 
prevailed upon by the friends of unworthy officers to 
place them upon the retired list instead of wholly retiring

SEND, we must say that his exit from the WuHirrakeR 
case has been quite worthy of his entrance on it, and 
that both were as unceremonious and ungracious as they 
well could be. Mr. TownseEnp originally appeared on 
the scene without heralding, and gave, as his first 
credentials, a twitch at the Recorder’s elbow during the 
progress of the trial. He departs from the case with 
quite as little ceremony, decamping without notice, and 
leaving the court, which was to be benefited by his pro. 
fessional experience, to learn only from newspaper 
report that he had withdrawn from the case. Mr. 
TownsEnp has been rather contemptuous towards what 
he regards as the needless etiquette and punctiliousness 
of military courts; but their primness and formality, 
excessive though they may seem, contract agreeably 
with the non-military style of which this experienced 
civilian has given so illustrious an example in his per- 
sonal conduct. 

It is announced through the newspapers that Mr. 
TowNsEND has net abandoned the case on account of a 
belief in the guilt of Waitraker—on the contrary, 
that he believes that the colored cadet did not slit his 
own ears, and crop his own hair. If so, why does he 
neglect an accused person in whose innocence he 
believes? It cannot be from the impression that his 
vindication is substantially assured, since it is obvious 
that WHITTAKER is quite as likely now tobe pronounced 
guilty as he ever has been. It is certainly strange, if 
Mr. Townsenp does think WuitTaAkEr innocent, that 
he should not give him the continued benefit of his 
skill and experience. It is said that he withdrew 
because his presence had been palpably annoying to 
the court from the beginning, and had become more so 
daily. But it cannot be assumed that he was treated by 
the court with less courtesy than he exercised towards 
it or with any want of courtesy at all. However, the 
withdrawal seems to be definite, and we can only say, 





in conclusion, that we fail thus far te see what new 
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light Mr. TownsENnpD has thrown on the case, or what of 
value he has contributed to it. 








In the Journat of March 27, our Washington corres- 
pondent called attention to the injustice of the bill which 
proposes to restore Lieut. Robt. P. Wilson to the Army, 
and last week we reported the action taken by the officers 
of the 5th Cavalry to prevent this outrage. Their petition 
to the Senate Military Committee is signed by Col. Mer- 
ritt, Lieut.-Col. Compton, Majors Hart and Upham, 
Captains Montgomery, Kellogg, Price, Payne, Wood- 
son, Babcock and Augur, Lieutenants Hall, Davis, Lon- 
don, Bishop, Andrus, Foster, Goldman, Macomb, Wel- 
born, and Almy. Without mincing words these gentle- 
men declare, what we stated at the time the bill for 
Wilson’s relief was introduced, that the facts in this 
case seem sufficient to consign his petition for reinstate- 
ment to the oblivion it so richly deserves. They say: 


When the petitioner sought to abeent himself from his com- 
mand during the campaign of 1876, he represented that he was 
suffering from a hemorrhage from the lungs. His assumed sick- 
ness won the sympathy of his brother officers until a surgeon, J. 
L. Powell (now assistant surgeon United States Army), who had 
carefully examined him, officially reported to General Wesley 
Merritt, his commanding officer, that he. Robert P. Wilson, was 
malingering—the military meaning of this word being “‘ to feign 
illness, or to protract disease in order to avoid duty.” He was 
detected, in the furtherance of his scheme to secure a sick leave, 
in drawing blood from his nostrils into his throat, and then ex- 
pectorating it into a handkerchief in order to confirm the impress- 
ion that he was suffering as represented. These facts can be 
geoved Being unable to obtain a sick leave, the petitioner ten- 

ered his resignation under such circumstances that it was re- 
ceived, and he was permitted to return to his station, Fort Hays, 
Kaneas, there to await its acceptance. So soon as he was beyond 
the limits of the command he commenced proceedings to recall it, 
having accomplished his object in withdrawing from field service, 
but the facts in the case, well understood at that time. caused it to 
be accepted, and he ceased to be an officer in the Army on the 29th 
of July, 1876. He voluntarily resigned his commission during the 
most important Indian campaign of late years, when it was ex- 
pected that we would have the bloodiest Indian war on record, as 
the Sioux Nation, aided by disaffected Indians of other tribes, was 
— in arms against the Government, and after the news of 
the Custer massacre had been received, rather than undergo with 
his brother officers the dangers and hardships inseparable from 
that campaign. He started back to Fort Hays, Kaneas, at almost 
the very instant of time the regiment was beginning a march 
northward to intercept a large body of Cheyenne warriors, estim- 
ated at eight hundred, which had left the Red Cloud Agency for 
the avowed purpose of joining the hostiles under Sitting Bull. It 
is our respectful opinion that the restoration of the petitioner, 
Robert P. Wilson, to the service will inflict a great wrong upon 
— who have cheerfully performed their duty as it has fallen 
to them. 


The protest of these officers receives the endorsement 
of Generals Sheridan and Crook, and we cannot believe 
that Congress will disregard it, and compel honorable 
officers to again associate with one who has left such a 
record behind him in the Service. 








A Brit for a ship railroad across the Isthmus of 
Panama has been prepared by Mr. Eads. The first three 
sections incorporate the company. The fourth section 
provides for detailing two ships-of-war, properly offi- 
cered, manned, equipped, and provisioned, to assist in 
making all necessary preliminary surveys. The fifth 
section appropriates $100,000 for the expense of such 
surveys. The sixth section provides that when, in the 
presence of a board of engineers to be appointed by the 
President, a vessel of not less than 4,000 tons displace- 
ment shall be safely and promptly transmitted across the 
Isthmus on such ship railway the guarantee and obliga- 
tions of the Government shall at once attach. The 
seventh and remaining sections give the guarantee of the 
United States to the stockholders (the stock not to ex- 
ceed $50,000,000) for a dividend of six per cent. for 
thirty years from the date of the transportation of such 
first vessel, authorize the company (if its road shall ex- 
ceed forty-five miles in length) to issue mortgage bonds 
to the amount of $500,000 for every mile in excess, and 
provides for the repayment to the Government (by bonds 
and sinking fund) of such sums as may be paid by it 
under such guarantee of dividend. 








Tue joint resolution introduced into the Senate by 
Mr. Hamlin ‘‘tendering the thanks of Congress to 
Captain Jouett for eminent and conspicuous service in 
battle,” will, if it passes, be of much greater value to 
the Captain than the bill in his case which failed re- 
cently. The Captain only asked for advancement of 
thirty numbers, but the passage of the joint resolution 
might give him a grade and entitle him to remain for 
ten years more upon the active list. No one will accuse 
the gallant Captain of endeavoring to obtain by a ruse 
what he failed to accomplish in the regular way, but it 
demonstrates the truth of the old saying that ‘‘ there 
is more than one way to skin a cat.” 

It will be remembered that some months since we 
recommended that as a means of ridding Congressmen 
from an immense amount of trouble and swearing they 
should pass a law directing that the claims of ex-Army 
officers for restoration be submitted to a board of Army 
officers for examination. The members of both Houses 
being, as a general thing, readers of the JourNat, they 
have seen the propriety of this, and Mr. Taylor has 
introduced into the House a bill to that effect, and we 
sincerely hope it may pass. If the bill has to take its 
place on the calendar, it cannot, in all probability, be 


taken up at this session, but sooner or later—better 


sooner than later—we hope it will get through. Such 
a board could decide, very quickly, whether a case 
submitted to it was meritorious or otherwise, and no 
injustice would be done to any one by adopting its 
opinions on all cases which might be submitted to it. 








Tur New York 7'ridune some time since published an 
article entitled ‘‘ An Impudent Claimant,” in which they 
exposed the attempt of Mr. Geo. A. Morse to levy 
tribute upon the various private arms manufacturers by 
means of a bill in Congress which pursues the extra- 
ordinary course of allowing Mr. Morse to antedate 
patents for certain improvements in fire arms which he 
claims to have made many years ago, covering the 
whole field of the modern metallic cartridge system of 
breech-loading firearms. We did not occupy space 
with Mr. Morse’s .bill for the reason that it seemed to 
us too preposterous to have any chance of passing. It 
is claimed, with reason, by manufacturers of breech- 
loading firearms that the inventions of Mr. Morse, which 
werg patented in 1856 and 1858, did not contain a single 
feature which was novel at that time; and it is further 
claimed that the bill in his behalf is simply a scheme 
to blackmail every manufacturer of breech-loading fire- 
arms in the United States.

Do our British cousins realize the retribution that 
awaits them? We have seen recently in one of the 
workshops of New York a submarine boat, nearly com- 
pleted, and which is building with Fenian funds and 
for Fenian purposes.

Berore a General Court-martial, recentlyZassembled 
at Columbus Barracks, Ohio, was tried Surgeon Wm. 
M. Notson, U. 8. A., post surgeon, upon a charge of 
‘* conduct prejudicial,” etc., the gist of the specifications 
being that he wrote and sent certain letters through the 
Surgeon General to the Quartermaster General concern- 
ing quarters at the post, without transmitting them 
through the proper official channel, viz., his post com- 
mander. The court found him guilty of certain parts 
of the specifications and of the charge, and sentenced 
him ‘to be privately admonished by the Commanding 
General,” which was approved at the Headquarters of 
the Army. (See G. C. M. O. 38, H. Q. A., May 8, 
1880.) ‘his trial should, and we hope it will, settle the 
point that staff officers at posts cannot ignore their post 
commanders in official matters with impunity. Staff 
officers are sent to posts to assist post commanders in 
the execution of their responsible duties, not take them 
out of their hands [and fconduct*.them as they deem 
best. 


Gun. SHERMAN and Quartermaster Gencral Meigs 
have furnished letters to Secretary Ramsey, in response 
to request, giving military reasons why the Northern 
Pacific Railroad should be completed. Gen. Meigs 
shows that the saving to the War Department by rail- 
road transportation of annual supplies, over the old 
mule and ox transportation on this route, has already 
been enormous; and there is a saving also in time and 
in the condition of goods. Gen. Sherman particularly 
enlarges on the gain to the whole country in opening a 
splendid region to settlement, and so facilitating the 
subduing of the Indians. 











WE publish under our Congressional heading;the text 
of the bill introduced by Mr. Frost to secure lineal pro- 
motion in the Army. We learn from Washington that 
a strong effort is being made to secure the passage of 
this bill. 


The House occupied the evening of Tuesday, May 11th, 
with the consideration of the bill H. R. 1029, to amend cer- 
tain sections of titles 48 and 52 R. 8., concerning commerce 
and navigation and the regulation of steam vessels. In the 
course of the debate Mr. Whitthorne called attention to the 
report of the Secretary of the Navy in response to a resolu- 
tion of the House regarding the rules for of naval 
vessels at sea.. In that document, said Mr. W., “ it is shown 
that the United States gave its assent to these international 
regulations, not only for sea-going ships, but for vessels nav- 
igating inland waters. It is alleged amas me things that 
these rules proposed here by the Committee on Commerce in 
this bill are in conflict with the maritime laws of the world; 
and while it is true, sir, they have not the validity of a treaty, 
and as such are not binding upon the Government of the 
United States or upon this body, yet inasmuch as the consent. 
of the United a ——— given iodieas a rules and 
regulations adopt y the sixteen cipal maritime pov ers 
of the world, the good faith of the Government is pledged 
that no change or alteration of them shall be made.” 

He proposed to insert the Secretary’s recommendation for 
an additional section of the bill, but his amendment was not 
adopted. The recommendations of the Secretary provide for 
the appointment of a commission “to. frame a code of rules 
for preventing collision, for the government of United States 
vessels on the high seas, which shall be in accord with the 
present maritime usages, and in furtherance of the interests 
of international law;” also “to consider such other matters of 
international maritime importance as may be submitted to 
them by the Secretary of the Navy or the Secretary of the 
Treasury. and to make such recomme ns as May seem 
right and proper with regard to them.”

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HINTS FOR THE LINE—No, 4. 


To the EBititor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sir: There are various objections to the duties the 
colonels of the Line are now performing. They are next 
in rank to the brigadier-generals (and naturally the 
brigadier generals should be selected from them). Their 
rank entities them to the prominence, power, and re- 
spect next to that of a brigadier-general. They in 
theory are in command of their regiments, but the regi- 
ment is not stationed at the post they are serving; so the 
command is simply clerical work, and that is performed 
iby the adjutant and his clerks. As they cannot directly 
enforce their orders, the tendency is to encourage in- 
difference instead of respect among troops not at head- 
quarters. 

Practically the standard command of a colonel seems 
to be a band and two companies (occasionally only a 
band), what might be considered three companies. A 
senior captain or junior major would take an interest in 
and display considerable pride aad ambition in such a 
command, but certainly a man with the rank of colonel 
cannot. The colonels are middle aged or old men who 
have passed their lives (except the few years of the Civil 
War) at small posts away from cities. 

A score of years passed at a small post is a monoton- 
ous affair, and to continue it, with a command too small 
to excite the interest and develope the pride and ambi- 
tion, is to narrow the mind and destroy the ambition. 

Gen. Phil. Kearney, in his noted letter to Pet Hal- 
stead during the war, mentions several Regular officers 
who were generals of Volunteers as brave and honest 
old soldiers, but that it was impossible for them to be 
‘competent generals, as their minds had been narrowed 
und contracted by the petty details of too long service 
in command of one and two company posts. 

The remark will justly apply in our next war by 
merely substituting three and four company posts for 
‘one and two. Our colonels have nothing to look forward 
to, they are at an age to desire personal comfort, and 
have children to educate and start in the world. 

a a them on duty as above recommended (to com- 
mand Line schools, as a military Supreme Court in 
Washington—the remainder on duty at headquarters of 
departments as inspectors and judge-advocates, and for 
detail on General Courts-martial, as commanders of dis- 
tricts and field commands), would give them positions 
of prominence and power, to which their rank entitles 
them; their duties would interest them, their minds 
would be liberalized by travel and contact with cities. 
It would give them an opportunity to show their ability 
and energy. 

Would it not also be advisable when vacancies occur 
in the senior grades in the Inspector-General’s Depart- 
ment, and in the Bureau of Military Justice, to fill them 
by seniority promotion in those corps? but not to fill the 
junior vacancies but detail a Line colonel to perform the 
duties. If there are no Line colonels available, appoint 
the senior lieutenant-colonel of the Line, an extra colonel 
in his own Line corps. By continuing this it would give 
promotion in the Line and in each Line corps in succes- 
sion. 

Finally, when those two Staff corps are reduced to 
only their chiefs of bureau,—a vacancy occurring of 
chief—fill it by selection from colonels of the Line. 

The objection to a permanent inspector is that after 
inspecting a post and making his report his personal in- 
terest in that post ceases. Colonels of the Line (on the 
contrary) having to visit the post often as inspectors or 
on Court-martial duty, and liable at any moment to be 
detailed to command a district, and the post a part of 
it, or a field command drawing its troops of supplies 
from it, they would be interested in the posts being 
judiciously located and supplied. 

Of late years the Army has suffered (not from too 
much law), but from too much of the techniculities of 
the law. Technicalities are perhaps not objectionable 
in civil courts. The judge (is an able lawyer) decides 
the points of law, and sums up the evidence for the jury. 
Each of the contending parties has one or more able law- 
yers to prosecute or defend their case. A citizen who 
escapes punishment on a technicality from a civil court 
cannot injure the judge, jury, or the lawyers, neither are 
they obliged to associate with him. 

A Military Court consists of thirteen disinterested 
officers, senior in rank to the prisoner. (No trained 
lawyers in any way connected with the case.) They 
hear the evidence against and for him. If they decide 
it has proved him guilty, they sentence him in accord- 
ance with the offence. If the evidence does not prove 
him guilty, they acquit him. 

Having served at military posts they know the pre- 
judices, positions, and misconceptions, etc., that can 
arise among the different grades. They see the man- 
ner of the witnesses, and are the best judges of the 
weight that should be given to particular testimony. 

4 court is alwrys prejudiced in favor of the prisoner. 
The usual comment among members before they investi- 
gate the case is to the effect: ‘‘ Of course it is a feud or 
garrison quarrel that has culminated in charges and 
specifications,” and every indulgence is granted the pri- 
soner in his defence. 

Anoflicer who escapes a just sentence by a techni- 
cality comes back in his grade in the Army. Officially 
all oificers are obliged to associate with him at his post ; 
from lack of society the officers associate with him 
socially. 

As our Army serves at little posts away from cities, it 
is very desirable that our officers shoukd be not only 
honest, respectable men, but liberal miaded gentlemen. 
An honest, but narrow minded, spiteful officer, can in- 
terfere with the comfort of all under him, and, to use the 
military expression, can make life a ‘‘ Hell on earth for 
them.” ‘The same power in the hands of an officer who 
is a bright and unscrupulous rascal, makes him a terror 
to his juniors and feared by his seaiors, as he would 
work up and take advantage of points against them a 
gentleman would not touch. 

The Judge Advocates did gallant and valuable ser- 
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vice as officers of volunteers during the war, and are, 
doubtless, able lawyers, but not having served at small 
posts they do not appreciate that many things that can 
be overlooked in a large army in the field during war 
injure discipline during peace. They ulso serve in 
cities and can select their own associates. The induce- 
ment of their positions is to make reputations for a 
knowledge of law and its technicalities. Colonels of 
the Line are familiar with the customs of service and 
can See acquire (if they do not already know) all the 
military law (without its technicalities) that is necessary 
or desirable for military affairs. 

The command of Army, Division, and Department 
should follow the proper rule for all military commands 
and devolve on the next junior for duty in the command. 
A Department commander temporarily absent, the 
senior colonel (who would be at his headquarters) should 
command. A Division commander absent, the senior 
Department should go to Division headquarters and 
command. It should not be a change of station but 
only temporary detached service. When a Department 
commander is in his Department but cannot be commu- 
nicated with, his Staff should refer to the senior colonel 
at Headquarters, as the senior in experience, rank, and 
responsibility with whom they can communicate. 

If a Department commander can be considered on 
duty and command his Department when thousands of 
miles away from it, why should not a post commander 
be considered on duty and command his post when hun- 
dreds of miles away from it? 

Every military man admits that each additional grade 
should carry with it an increase of military power, pay, 
emoluments, and comfort ; but why should the usual and 
correct rules of command and responsibility be changed 
in special es, when it results in leaving a military 
command (at times) without a commander present and 
responsible for it. ‘* Ling.” 








CAPTAINS OF INFANTRY. 
To the E iitor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Sir: It seems to be the season now for everybody to 
bring forward their grievances and wishes. ‘The discus- 
sion about compulsory retirement, the old question of 
regimental or corps promotion, have come up again, and 
now the lieutenants petition that they receive captains’ 
pay after 14 years of service as subalterns. Strange that 
nobody seems to have a word for the captains. The 
ranking captaina of infantry and artillery have been 
serving in that grade now 18 years, while the senior 
captain of cavalry is of 1865. This difference is due to the 
fact that the captains of infantry number 10 to 8 field 
officers, while those of cavalry number 12 to 5 field 
officers. This discrimination against the infantry has 
produced this difference since 1869 ; if it continues, in 
about twenty years officers of cavalry will obtain their 
majority, who entered the service, when captains of in- 
fantry, whom they will then precede, were captains al- 
ready. In one word, a captain of 1866, for instance, has 
not a ghost of a chance to become a major in the U. 8. 
Army if he does not live to the age of Methuselah. 

But we do not intend merely to make a point fora 
class of officers who, up to this time, have been silent. 
Neither do we believe that the granting of the pay of 
the next higher grade is a proper remedy. We believe 
in the old rule, ‘‘a soldier ought to be content with his 
pay.” We do not serve especially to save money. But 
a proper organization should provide for fair promotion 
—not for the sake of the officers, but for the good of the 
Service. The U. S. Army has a good fund of sense of 
duty and honor to enable it to bear up against injudi- 
cious treatment, but its spirit and efficiency will undergo 
an irresistible, though perhaps for a long while imper- 
ceptible, process of deterioration, if things continue as 
now. That captainsof twenty years standing are not 
likely to make good field officers, nor lieutenants of such 
length of service good captains, is a fact understood by 
professional soldiers, with the experience before their 
eyes. To have old, tired out, and consequently ineffi- 
cient officers is neither good nor saving policy in the end 
—but to convince Congress that such is the case, is a 
hopeless task. *,°. 








THE BREAD RATION. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Str: Permit me through your paper to call attention 
to a subject which seems to me to deserve the attention 
and consideration of the Army generally. It is found 
by experience that eighteen ounces of flour, when baked, 
will make twenty-two ounces of bread, and save sufli- 
cient to pay the expenses of baking. It is also found 
from experience that twenty-two ounces of good bread 
is sufficient for the average soldier. A rule has been 
adopted in the Army for years of making a saving of 
334 per cent, from the soldier’s ration of flour; from 
this saving the expenses of the baking is paid, the re- 
mainder being divided equally between the post and the 
regiments to which the troops belong; it then becomes 
a post and regimental fund. These funds are disbursed 
in compliance with orders from the Adjutant-General’s 
Office for the benefit of the enlisted men, and the educa- 
tion of their children.j This all seems very good, and is 
intended for the good of the Service, but, is it? I say, 
no! In my opinion it is a great detriment ; it has and 
always will cause the enlisted men to complain that it 
takes away a portion of their most important ration. If 
it is necessary to have a fund of this sort, why not 
create it from the pay of the men and not from their 
bread ration, which is none too large. Take twelve and 
a half cents from the pay of the men, the same as for 
the Soldiers’ Home, and epply it at each post for the 
soldier's comfort ; it would soon give each post a good 
school with competent teachers, a good reading room, 
with books and papers, all to belong to the post, fur the 
use of the troops at the garrison. This would add greatly 
to the comfort of the enlisted men, besides giving them 
their full bread ration, and do away with a constant 
complaint of ‘‘why do they take a part of our bread 
ration from us ?” JUSTIOE. 





THE WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY. 


WE gave areport of the proceedings before the Warran 
Court of Inquiry in the Journat of last week up to and in- 
cluding the session of Thursday. To this report we add the 
following description of a portion of the cross-examination 
of Gen. Sheridan on Thursday : 


“T want to know just what is the point of your complaint 
pot — Warren. Was it because Griffin got too far to 

e 2 t Ld 

“TI complained of Warren because of the general confusion 
along the line, because of his management of the 5th Corps. 
There were what I call confusion and timidity on the part of 
the men. In fact, I began to have doubts whether I was go- 
ing to be successful. Our skirmish line lay down and the fire 
was very slight along the line, and the men began firing 
straight into the air. The poor fellows had been fighting be- 
hind breastworks for a long time, so that when they got out 
into open field they were timid. I began tobe alarmed. I 
rode out to the line of battle and helped to restore order. 
While I was there I saw Gen. Warren in tie rear of the line 
of battle a considerable distance.” 

By Gen. Hancock—A considerable distance, do you say ? 

Sheridan—No, I will not say a considerable distance, but I 
say in the rear of the line. However, with the help of Gen. 
Ayres and other officers I think I succeeded in restoring order 
out of this confusion, and it seemed to me that if I had been 
Warren I would not have allowed my superior oflicer to ride 
out ahead of men in front of a line of battle of my own sol- 
diers in order to restore order where there was serions con- 
fusion, without making some exertion myself at the same 


“Crawford and Griffin seemed to be marching toward 
Hatchler’s Run instead of towards the objective,” said the 
General, with naive sarcasm. 

‘Well, where do you blame Warren for that?” asked the 
counsel, 

* Crawford and Griffin were responsible to Warren, and he 
was responsible to. me,” responded the witness, with some 
vehemence, ‘‘I did not ask him the reason for this confusion, 
because I could not find him.” 

** And you did not do it afterward?” 

‘* Because I had all I wanted,” rejoined Sheridan, with 
quiet ferocity. 

“Have you learned since then that Warren went out to 
bring Crawford back ?” 

‘Yes, but that was when the battle was over.” 

‘* Maj. Gardner will argue your case; please answer my 
question,” broke in Counsel Stickney, sternly. 

‘*I made noinquiry of Warren for an explanation ; I may 
have asked some one.” 

‘*You may have done anything. I want facts.” 

‘‘T held Warren responsible for the whole confusion; not 
entirely because he did not get the’men back, but because he 
let them go away.” 

“Do you think that the right way to treat a subordinate 
officer ?” 

Maj. Gardner wanted the counsel and the press to under- 
stand that his client was not on the stand for cross-examina- 
tion by Warren’s counsel. He appeared only as Warren’s 
witness, and he should be treated with courtesy. 

Gen. Sheridan continued that he was governed by the posi- 
tion he was in; his back was to the enemy as soon as the 
battle was over, and he had to change positions so as to face 
him, and he did not ibink he could leave Warren in such a 
place when he had already disappointed him, though he 
** hated” to punish a man as badly as any one, 

‘*Do you call a battle over when there were three hours’ 
fighting to do?” 

‘* Well, the key to the position was taken, and I put Griffin 
in command after relieving Warren. We had possession of 
the enemy’s line and works about dark.” 

‘* Where was Warren?” 

**T don’t remember, but I presume —— 

**T don’t want your presumptions; I wantjfacts. Were you 
angry ?” 

“I was excited, but it was the excitement that makes me 
cool in times of danger.” 

In conclusion he said Warren allowed the line of battle to 
be broken, which prevented him (Sheridan) from crushing 
the enemy in his works.; that he made no effort to restore 
order. Gen. Sheridan said further that he did not wish his 
officers to run risks except when there was panic ; then he 
wanted them to go to the front and risk their lives with the 
soldiers until order should be restored. The court adjourned 
to meet Friday. 

The session of Friday was occupied in reading and verify- 
ing the report of previous proceeding. Finally the examina- 
tion of Gen. Sheridan was resumed by Mr. Stickney as fol- 


lows : 

Q. In your statement you speak of Ayers’s delay at the 
bridge ; at the time you relieved Gen. Warren how long were 
you informed that delay had been? A. I don't know. 

Q. Have you learned since? A. No; I knew there had 
been delay, but did not know how long the delay was. 

Q. Have you ever taken the trouble to inquire? A. No, I 
don't think I have, sir. 

Q. Did it seem to you when you made out that last state- 
ment that it was at all incumbent on you to find out how long 
that delay was? A. I didn’t have any means at hand at that 
time to inform me. 

Q. But you have never tried? A. I have taken no special 
means. 

Q. Now let me ask you one other preliminary question : 
How long ago did you begin to prepare this written statement 
that has been submitted? A. It was prepared since I returned 
from Mexico. 

Q. Did you ever have in your possession a copy of General 
Warren's pamphlet? A. It was in the office. 

Q. But you say you did not trouble yourself to refer to it? 
A. I did not read it, but there was a certain despatch in it 
which was called to my attention. This was the despatch of 
Gen. Meade at 10.15, the main despatch. 

Q. The main despatch on which you based your charge 
against Gen. Warren? A. I have supposed all along that 
this discussion is on the anticipations of Gen. Grant, who cer- 
tainly anticipated that Gen. Warren would give me support 
by 12 o'clock, and you have been talking about my anticipa- 
tions, while it was Gen. Grant’s anticipations that were in 
question. 

Q. I certainly understood that Gen. Warren failed to come 
up to your anticipations; was I wrong? A. No;I only 
wanted to see whether we understood one another. 

Q. Before drawing this last written statement did you ex- 
amine Gen, Warren’s official report of the operations at Five 
Forks? A. Extracts of it. 

Q. Where did you see those? A. They were extracts taken 
from his official report. 

Q. Extracts taken by some one for you? A. Yes. 

Q. Who madethem? A. Col. Sheridan. 

The court was here adjourned until Monday morning. 

On Monday the examination of Gen. Sheridan was resumed, 
and the contest of wits between the General and Mr. Stick- 
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ney, the counsel for Gen. Warren, once more enlivened the 
proceedings. Among the numerous spectators was General 
Chamberlain, of Maine, Gen. Sickles, U. 8. A., and Gen. 
Crawford, U. 8. A. Mr. Stickney began by asking Gen. 
Sheridan concerning the movements of the troops on the day 
of the battle, Aprill. The General did not remember the 
exact hour at which Warren’s troops became engaged, but he 
understood that it was «bout ten minutes of one o'clock P Mm. 
The Confederate forces engaged with Gen. Warren on the 
morning of the day before the battle of Five Forks 
would have to cover nearly 10 miles in order to appear in his 
front after the brush with Warren. By request of Mr. Stick- 
ney, Gen. Sheridan pointed out the position of Gen. Warren’s 
three divisions on the morning of the battle of Five Forks. 
He was not, he said, good at topography, and could not un- 
dertake to be very accurate. They were near J. Boisseau’s 
house. He could not be more exact than that. The distance 
they would have to move did not exceed two miles for most 
of the brigades, and not over three miles in any instance. 
When asked how long it would have taken the troops to get 
into position Gen. Sheridan replied thatif he had been in 
command of the corps and had heard the firing he would have 
marched up pretty lively. As this answer was not satisfac- 
tory to the counsel he added that a little over an hour would 
be plenty of time to make the movement and deploy for ac- 
tion, e could not be accurate as to the exact time and posi- 
tion of Warren’s movements, as he was very busy and had to 
visit different parts of the battle field. 

Gen. Sheridan had a talk with Gen. Warren while the 
troops were coming up. He remembered that Gen. Warren 
seemed reluctant to attack. There were several officers 
about. Warren talked very discouragingly. +‘ ‘ Bobby Lee,”’ 
he said, “is always getting people into trouble.” General 
Sheridan thought that was rather strange talk for a man who 
was going into a fight. Warren, in his opinion, should have 
spoken of the matter just the other way, and encouraged the 
men. ' It was from this conversation with Gen. Warren that 
he made up his mind to accompany the Fifth Corps that day. 
Among other things, hé gave Warren his dispositions for the 
battle. He was very anxious that the corps should strike the 
enemy’s left immediately on his own men becoming hotly en- 
gaged, and he took pains to impress the fact upon the divi- 
sion commanders. ‘There was no doubt in his mind that he 
talked with Warren about the matter. When he gave his 
testimony on Friday last as to the confusion in the Fifth 
Corps during the attack he had special reference to General 
— division. The men seemed timid and unwilling to 
attack. 

Mr. Stickney—In your official report, May'16, 1865, you say 
that ‘*the Fifth Corps burst upon the enemy like a tornado,” 
etc. Now, is it your deliberate opinion that the men behaved 
timidly? A. I have no special explanation to mike of my 
present opinion. 

Q. But which way will you have it? A. I will answer the 
question by replying that my present evidence is correct, and 
making an explanation afterward. In my official report I 
said what I did for good and suflicient reasons. The Fifth 
Corps had just helped me to win a splendid victory. I did 
not wish to raise an antagonism on the part of the troops. It 
is not a pleasant thing to make antagonists of a whole line of 
soldiers. You have got me into trouble already by compel- 
ling me to say what I have said. I have received a great 
number of letters from officers of the Fifth Corps, asking me 
if I was going back on them. I am sorry about this ; but, if 
you press me, I must state the facts and take the responsi- 
bility, But it is very ungracious on my part to say these 
things about men who helped me to win a brilliant victory, 
and [ am sorry to be put iu such a position. 

In reply to further questions, Gen. Sheridan said that 
Crawford became engaged somewhere near the Ford rvad. 
One of bis staff officers had informed him that Crawford had 
done some heavy skirmishing in the woods before getting 
possession of the Ford road. Gen. Sheridan did not know 
what the losses of the Fifth Corps were on that day. 

Major Gardner objected to some of the questions of coun- 
sel for Gen. Warren as irregular and assuming facts that 
were not proved. 

Gen. Sheridan said he had no objection to answering the 
questions put by counsel if it would be of any use to any- 
body. They were very embarrassing to him, of course, and 
were putting him in antagonism to the officers of the Fifth 
Corps. 

Q. Did you know atthe time that he sent a member of 
his staff and went himself to bring Griffin’s division in—in 
the rear? A. I don’t know anythmg about it. 

Q. Did you at the time know that he went himself and sent 
members of his staff after Crawford's division to bring them 
back—in the rear of the works? A. No, I don’t know any- 
thing about it. 

Q. Did you learn’ at the time of the engagement that Gen. 
Warren had sent a detachment of the Fifth Corps to take 
the whole possession of the ford across Hatcher’s Run? A. 
No. 

Q. Did you learn at any time during the progress of the 
engagement that it was Gen. Warren who ordered Gen. 
Griffin to change direction, and to make advance down the 
Ford road in the rear of the works? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you learn during the engagement that when the 
last line of defences on the part of the Confederates was 
taken, it was Gen. Warren who led the advance of our troops 
to the assault, about half a mile west of the Ford road? A. 
No. I don’t know anything about that. 

Q. Now, General, if these things should all turn out to 
have taken place and be true, how is it that you account for 
your ignorance of them? A. Well, I might have known 
about them at the time. ; 

Q. Did you know anything about them at the time? A. I 
cannot say now whether I did or not. 

Q. You did not say anything about them in your report? 
A. No. 

Q. I nctice that of the General officers mentioned in your 
report of May 16, every officer of prominent position has 
his name prominently mentioned except Gen. Warren. A. 
Yes, Sir. 

Q. When you left his name out, did you have any informa- 
tion on any of the points to which I have just called your at- 
tention? A. I presume I knew them perfectly, but it is a 
long time ago, and I don’t remember. 

Q. If you had known of those things you would not have 
left. Gen. Warren’s name out of your report altogether, 
would you, except when you found fault with him? A 
That is your view. 

Q. Is it yours? That is what I want to know. A. I will 
answer if you will let me explain. 

Mr. Stickney—Certainly ; I will let ;you explain if you will 
answer. 

Gen. Sheridan—It will be seen that if there were plenty 
of the enemy up in the direction, it would have been an er- 
ror to have attacked them anyway from the direction in 
which he advanced. Had he kept on the right of Ayres, and 
they ‘had pushed on, and had reached the Ford road, he 
would have been in the rear of those who had been fighting 
him and facing him all day. And that is about the best way 
to take works that I know of. Now, then, suppose Ayres had 
been defeated, he would have gone ‘up a tree’; in fact, 
there were not trees enough there to accommodate his divi- 
sion, and the battle would have been lost. 





Q. As I understand you, you have no knowledge of what 
Gen. Warren did in this battle after you parted with him in 
the beginning of the attack. A. No, I had no knowledge. 

Q. Nor did you make any inquiry to find out what he had 
done? A. Oh, I-didn’t have time. 

Q. Have you learned at any time that for some time after 
you put Griffin in command, Gen. Warren was exercising 
command of and leading the troops? A. No, sir, and Idon’t 
know thut it would make any difference if he was. 

Q. And you havestated that'you had no knowledge of Gen. 
Warren exerting himself to bring back Griffin and Crawford 
into action? A. I don’t remember. 

Q. Well, as nearly as Ican get at it from your testimony, 
you did not have any knowledge at all of what had been done 
during the action after you partedfromhim? A. No. I 
did not know what he had done. 

Q. And you never asked him? A. I knew what had been 
done, though. 

Q. Had you been aware of these facts, which will be shown 
hereafter, would you have said what you didin your official 
reports? A. I will answer yes, and then explain myself. The 
movement led by Warren (if such was the fact) ought not to 
bave been made, and was not within the plan of battle. For, 
you see, if Gen. Ayres had been repulsed, as there was 
danger of his being at one time, Crawford’s division would 
have been completely destroyed. There would have been 
nothing for them but Libby Prison. 

The movements of Gen. Humphreys and the position of 
his command on the White Oak road were next explained, 
and then Mr. Stickney entered upon a resume of the leading 
points of the P ameag i examination, which was stopped by 
an objection from Major Gardner, and Mr. Stickney turned 
over the witness to his own counsel for cross-examination. 
The latter brought out the fact that the Gravelly Run, which 
was supposed to have detained Ayres’s divirion, had been 
crossed by a large infantry force on the Vaughn road on the 
afternoon of the preceding day. Ayres's division, Gen. Sheri- 
dan said, reported to him between 7 and 9 o'clock in the 
morning. Some one caught sight of the head of the column, 
and he sent an aide at once to direct him upon a road leading 
toward Five Forks. Warren and the other two divisions re- 
ported a little later. It was about 11 o’clock when Gen. War- 
ren reported in person, Witness had no precise information 
as to the positions of Warren’s divisions when he sent the 
3 a.m. order—the first Warren received from him, directing 
him to attack the enemy in the rear at daylight. He had 
some expectation of capturing the enemy’s force when he 
sent the order, After the first confusion was over at Five 
Forks the conduct of Ayres’s division was extremely gallant. 
The troops faltered at first, but after they were rallied their 
behavior was beyond criticism, 

Counsel then requested Gen. Sheridan to give an account 
of the circumstances that led up to the operations of his com- 
mand toward Five Forks, and to describe the military situa- 
tion of the two days in our armies about Petersburg prelimi- 
nery to, during, and at the close of that battle. 

Mr. Stickney objected on the ground that the question 
would open a field of inqui:y which was not germane to the 
matter of inquiry. What Gen. Warren asked for was that 
the court should investigate whether certain imputations upon 
the conduct of Gen. Warren at Five Forks, contained in Gen. 
Sheridan’s official report, were well founded. 

Major Gardner insisted, and the court ruled that, while it 
might be very interesting to know as a matter of history 
what the general situation was at that date, such a latitude 
might prove very inconyeuient in the examination of other 
witnesses. There being no further questions from counsel, 
Gen. Hancock interrogated the w.tness as to whether Gen. 
Warren made any explanation of the delay in coming up, 
what time Ayres’s division crossed Gravelly Run, and at what 
point. The court then adjourned to meet Tuesday morning. 

On Tuesday, May 11, Gen. Sheridan was recalled, and 
questioned by Major Gardner as follows: 

Q. When you went into action with Ayres’s division, I 
understand you to say you left Gen. Warren at the rear? A. 
Yes. 

Q. When you have spoken here of the troops of the Fifth 
Corps having been a little timid before they assaulted the 
enemy’s works, did you refer solely to Ayres’s division, or did 
you intend to include the divisions under Griffin and Craw- 


ford? A. IL referred to Ayres. 
Q. Gen. Ayres himself, in his official report of April 12, 
1865, has mentioned the fact that portions of his division 


were ‘* very unsteady,” has he not? A. Yes. 

Q. After they recovered themselves, how would you de- 
scribe the assault the division of Ayres made on the enemy’s 
works? A. Very gallant. 

Q. I understand you to have said in your direct examina- 
tion that, in your opinion, the cavalry who assaulted the 
front of the works at Five Forks, and Ayres’s division, which 
assaulted the works on the enemy’s left flank, practically won 
the battle of Five Forks when the works were captured? A, 
Yes. 

Q. Was Ayres’s division of the Fifth Corps a large division 
or a small one, as compared with those of Griffin and Craw- 
ford? <A. It was smaller. 

Q. In your official report you said: ‘‘ The Fifth Corps, on 
reaching the White Oak road, made a left wheel and burst in 
on the enemy's flank and rear like a tornado and pushed 
rapidly on.” Did you by this statement refer to the move- 
ment of Ayres’s division after you and Ayres and his officers 
had restored confidence, or to the movements of the other 
divisions, or to both? A. I referred to Ayres’s division. 

Q. Was the fire on Ayres’s division from the angle of the 
works where it assaulted a hot one? A. Yes. “ The Fifth 
Corps,” continued General Sheridan, ‘‘remained under my 
command until the arrival of the ‘ balance’ of the Army of 
the Potomac. After the Five Forks battle of April 1 the 
Fifth Corps fought most gallantly, and in every respect they 
fully realized my wishes.” 

Q. How did you relieve Gen. Warren? Was it by a written 
order? A. Yes. 

Gen. Sheridan was then shown an order purporting to be 
his order of April 1, 1865, relieving Gen. Warren of his com- 
mand, and he identified it. It read: ‘* Major-Gen. Warren 
is hereby relieved from duty, and will report in person to 
Gen. Grant, commanding the Armies of the United States.” 

In response to Colonel Stickney’s inquiries on the redirect 
examination General Sheridan said he put General Griffin in 
command by an oral order, but not, as he remembered, until 
after the enemy were fleeing from the Union forces. 

Colonel Stickney asked General Sheridan if he had not seen 
troops break under fire. He replied that he had. 

** Have you not seen your own troops break under fire ?” 

** Yes, sir.” 

“And a general may not necessarily be to blame for the 
temporary wavering of his troops ?” 

** No, sir.” 

Here the counsel said that they were through with the wit- 
ness, 

General Hancock wished to ask a fewW questions in behalf 
of the Court. He said: 

‘* From the place from where General Warren’s corps was 
located on the 3ist of March, as he has located it on the map

“Do you ties pee would have removed General Warren 
at the time you did if permission to do so had not been sent 
to you from General Grant ?” 

“T would not have had the authority todoso. I could 
not have done it.” 

This closed the examination. 

On Wednesday, May 18, Col. F. G. Newhall, A. A. G. on 
Gen. Sheridan’s staff at Five Forks, and author of “With 
Sheridan During Lee's Last Campaign,” was examined. He 
said that the account of the battle in that book was taken 


from Sheridan's report. He was detailed by Gen. Sheridan: 
at an ony hour on the morning of April 1 to meet General. 
Ayres as the head of his division came in sight, and to con- 


duct the troops into a road leading toward Five Forks. 
Witness was with Gen. Sheridan when Gen, Warren joi 
him in person. It was about lv or 11 o'clock a. Mm ——— 
subsequent to the arrival of the cavalry on the White 
road. It was between 2 and 3 o’clock in the afternoon when 
the Fifth Corps came up, and an hour and a half later when 
the attack commenced. Gen. Sheridan and Warren 
were practically together, while the troops were forming. 
He remembered seeing Gen. Warren draw a plan of the 
movement from his pocket ani examine it; Gen. Sheridan 
was pacing up and down rather impatiently, and spoke im- 
patiently to Warren, 

«You say on page 99 of your book that Gen. Sheridan was 
much annoyed, and we remarked that there would be a deuce 
of arow?” What did you mean? 

“T thought there would be some kind of an explosion.” 

‘You say the 5th Corps plodded ttrough the mud.” 

‘Yes, sir, it was very muddy. The road upon which the 
5th Corps was placed was a narrow, bad road. There was no 
special delay in the movement of the corps. He should not 


say that Gen. Sheridan was actually snperintending the 
formation of the troops. He was generally observing it, and 
at the same time talking with Warren. Witness recollected 


Gen. Warren sending members of his staff with orders at 
different times while the formation of the troops was in 
progress.” 

“You say Gen, Warren seemed passive and indifferent.” 

‘Yes, sir; he seemed so; but I never heard Sheridan say 
anything about it; he (Sheridan) was very impatient at 
Gravelly Run church while the troops were forming, and he 
kept asking staff officers the time of day.” 

** Well, what else ?” 

‘‘He made some strenuous remarks—(laughter)—I can't 
tell just what he said; it was a long time ago.” 

Just after the battle opened, witness was detailed to carry 
an order to Gen. Mackenzie, of whose column Gen. Sheridan 
caught sight as it was advancing up the White Oak road. 
Gen. Mackenzie did not seem to understand what was meant, 
and they went together to Gen. Sheridan. The 5th Corps 
had already advanced to a point near the White Oak road, 
and they rode between the main and skirmish lines as they 
went to consult the General. Witness was subsequently sent 
to Gen. Winthrop (one of Warren’s brigadiers) with a mes- 
sage. On his return he saw the right of Ayres’s division, 
which was in considerable disorder, and assisted Sheridan 
and Ayres in rallying it. Gen. Warren was at that time a 
little to the rear of the lines, in an open field. Col. Newhall 
was subsequently sent by Gen. Sheridan to Gen. Warren 
with an order respecting Crawford’s division, which had 
moved too far to the right. He found Warren near a ruined 
house (which witness pointed out on the map), and communi- 
cated the message. Gen. Sheridan sent him, a few minutes 
later, with another message to Warren that Crawford was 
still too far to the right, and was ruining the whole plan of 
the battle. After giving Warren the m e, the witness 
returned and accompanied Sheridan in the advetice upon the 
enemy, which, to the best of his recollection, had already 
progressed to the inner line of the Rebel works. It was not 
more than half an hour after the attack commenced before 
the works were carried and the Rebels driven out in disorder. 
Griffin's men were coming down on the right at that time 
Witness did not recollect any general infantry halt d 
the engagement, nor any halt of Crawford's or Griffin's di 
sion. He recollected himself pointing out to Gen. Warren 
that there was a broad gap between Apeet right and Craw- 
ford’s left. He spoke as decidedly as he thought becoming. 
Gen. Warren said that the matter had already been attended 
to ; the General was sitting upon his horse near the rained 
house (indicated on the map) when the conversation took 
place. As witness recalled the manner of Gen, Sheridan, it was 
particularly impatient and angry, especially when he sent him 
to Warren the second time. ‘Find Warren immediately,” 
Gen. Sheridan said, ‘and tell him that the plan of battle is 
being ruined by Crawford s movements.” He did not remem- 
ber that the General said anything disrespectful about 
Warren personally. 

Witness was here questioned as to whether Ayres’s division 
did not, during the assault, make an uaexpected turn to the 
left in order to carry out the instructions, which 
that the infantry should sirike the angle of the Rebel works 
on their lett. ‘U’he witness remembered that the was 
well in Winthrop’s front when the advance commen: but 
further to the left as the engagement grew hotter. Gen, 
Winthrop commanded one of Ayres’s divisions on the ex- 
treme left of the 5th Corps during the battle. The witness 
did not think that there was any actual veering to the left of 
Ayres’ division which was not in accordance with the original 
instructions. 

In reference to a passage in the book witness said that in 
the woods in front of Ayres’ men one could not see five yards 
ahead; between the White Oak road and the Chimneys it 
was much more open ; in front of Winthrop the men broke 
down ,the bushes ; in the open woods occupied by Crawford 
and Griffin one could see a hundred yards; witness thought 
at the time that the confusion among Ayres’ men was serious, 
but it did not so prove.

A letter was read from Ramsey, authorizing 200 
of the record to be printed. 
Thursday, May 13, Major Wm. H. H. Benyaurd, of the 
a go Corps, now stationed at Memphis, testified that he 
been an officer on General Meade’s staff and was de- 
tacked to General Warren’s staff on the 28th of March, 
1865, three days before the battle of Five Forks. On the 
night of the 3lst he was sent, about 11 Pp. m., by General 
Warren, to.examine the bridge across Gravelly Run. He 
found and reported the bridge destroyed and the stream im- 
able for infantry. The water was about four and a 
feet deep, and the bottom sandy. The stream above 
the bridge was over its banks and below they were full, and 
the water was too deep for infantry to ford. The ground 
was swampy on both sides of the stream, and the site of the 
old bridge was approached by embankments or “ causeways.” 
He built a new bridge 100 yards below, with timbers of an 
old house which he pulled down, and constructed a road 
through the soft bottom land to the new bridge so that it 
could be approached. Altogether he was about an hour in 
the work, which was done at 1.30 a. m., when Gene- 
ral Ayres crossed with his division. The General had been 
wai only a few minutes, but the witness believed that if 
he had to wait an hour time would have been saved, 
instead of floundering around in the stream. Witness said 
rain had fallen on the nights of the 29th and 30th of March, 
and during a part of the day of the 8lst. The stream was 
higher on tho 3ist than it had been on the day previous. 
The night was dark and the road was bad. It was an old 
lank road, with many of the planks missing or torn up. 

6 troops of the 5th Corps were wearied with marching and 
fighting, and they had been in at least two engagements 
during the three days preceding. 

Major Benyaurd also served as one of Gen. Warren’s aides 
during the engagement at Five Forks. The roads from J. 
Boisseau’s to Five Forks were very muddy that morning, and 
filled with with cavalry horses for a part of the way. The 
thoroughfares leading to the place where the troops formed 
were heavy, rough country roads. Witness said he was with 
the Army of the Potomac from 1863 until the close of the 
war, and at differeut times he had been attached to most of 
the Army corps. Considering the bad roads, the tired condi- 
tion of the men and the various difliculties they had to 
encounter in the night, he thought that Gen. Warren's corps 
moved as rapidly as it could. Gen. Warren sent him back 
after they arrived upon the ground where the line of battle 
was to be formed, to hurry up Ayres's division, which was in 
the rear. Ayressaid that they were getting on as fast as they 
could. The line of battle was formed about 4 o'clock. 

At an early stage of the engagement Maj. Benyaurd was 
despatched to Gen, Winthrop, commanding one of Ayres’s 
brigades, with an order from Gen. Warren. As he returned 
the firing was extremely hot at the angle of the}Rebel works, 
and he saw Sheridan in the midst of it, encouraging the men, 
He rode an and re ed to Gen. Warren, who immediately 
ordered him to find Crawford and tell him to come into the 
action. A previous order to that effect had already been 
sent, and Crawford's men were pretty hotly engaged with the 
enemy. Warren rode up a few minutes later and was with 
the division during the fight. It was near dusk when the 
Confederates made their last stand. Their line was across 
an open space nearly at right angles to their works, The 
firing was very severe and constant for a few minutes ; then 
Warren led his men to the charge, and the enemy broke and 
retreated in disorder. He did not knw where the cavalry 
were when this charge was made, nor what they did during 
the afternoon. In the last charge, Warren had a horse shot 
— him close to the works while he was leading his

PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE HOUSE.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Mr. Burnside from the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, reports adversely upon 8. 1488, ‘‘ to provide for pro- 
motions in the Army,” as follows: “ Your committee recog- 
nize the fact that promotion is slow in the artillery arm of 
the Service, and they would be glad to recommend that all 
its Ist lieutenants, after fourteen years of continuous service 
as 1st lieutenants, should be promoted to the rank of captain, 
but after receiving such service promotion they would have 
no legal right to a command equal to their rank until abso- 
lutely promoted to the command of acompany. Your com- 
mittee do not feel themselves authorized to increase the num- 
ber of captains in the Army and the attending increase of 
expense which would result from the passage of the bill. The 
artillery is a favorite armof the Service, and graduates of the 
Military Academy seek appointments in it, notwithstanding 
the fact that promotion is slow. The committee see no rea- 
son for recommending the passage of the bill, notwithstand- 
ing the favorable recommendation of the Adjutant-Gencral 
of the Army and the Secretary of War.” 

The Senate committee reports adversely upon 8. 1455 to 
appoint John W. Hoffman a 2d lieutenant in the Army for 
the following reasons: On Feb. 26, 1869, Hoffman passed a 
satisfactory examination for a commission in the Army. The 
next day his nomination was prepared, and transmitted by 
the President to the Senate on the 3d of March, 1869. The 
Senate adjourned without acting on the nomination, since 
which time Mr. Hoffman has not been renominated. More 
than eleven years have now elapsed, and Mr. Hoffman is 38 
years of age. The existing regulations governing the ap- 
pointment of 2d lieutenants from civil life limit the age of 
eligible candidates to 30 years. Your committee do not as- 
sume that Congress cannot by enactment override that limita- 
tion, but they think it would be unwise to — a man of 
that age to the position of 2d lieutenant, and they certainly 
do not think it proper to authorize the President to do now 
what he has a right to do, notwithstanding the regulation 
which has been published his own order. If he chooses 
to violate the regulation which has been made by his author- 
ity, Congress has no jurisdiction over the matter, and it re- 
mains for the Senate to decide whether or not they would 
advise such action. He can, if he thinks it just and proper, 
appoint Mr. Hoffman without any authority from Congress.” 

he Senate Committee on the Judiciary, in their report in 
favor of the passage of the bill, H. R. 4772, for the relief of 
the U. 8. Regulation Fire Arms Co., the assignees ef Allin, 
say: ‘The memorialist asserts that, under the license of 
October 30, 1867, the United States acquired the right to 
make and the right to use, but not the right to vend, and 
that the sale of arms made in 1871, and at other times, was 
an infringement of Allin’s patent, for which the memorialist 
would be entitled to damages had the infringer been an in- 
dividual. It therefore asks Cor to permit it to go to the 
Court of Claims, in order that the court may determine whe- 
ther or not the United States had any right of sale under the 
license of October 30, 1869; and if not, what damages the 
owner of the patent is entitled to.” From _ the date of the 
invention to July 1, 1879, 235,281 Springfield breech-loading 
fire-arms containing Allin’s improvement were manufactured 
by the United States. The right of the United States to 
manufacture and use these arms is not disputed; but in 1871 
the United States sold 28,287 of these arms at the price of 
$21.60, and it is alleged that others have been sold. 

Surg. Joseph G. Ayres, U. 8. Navy, prays compensation 
from Congress for the reason that he is not credited in his 
present rank in the regular Navy with his sea service in the 
volunteer Navy, he being debarred from such credit for the 
reason that an interval elapsed between his discharge from 
the volunteer Navy and his appointment in the regular Navy. 
The Senate Naval Committee some time since reported the 
bill adversely, on the ground “that all officers honorably dis- 
charged from the volunteer Navy and afterwards appointed 
in the regular Navy, without reference to the length of the 
intervening time they may have been in civil life, have an 
equal claim to relief with the case under consideration. If 
the law as originally framed does injustice, all who were in- 
jured should have the benefit of remedial legislaticn, and, if 
such is the case, the relief should be granted by general and 
not special enactment.”

Donovan is known to have been the victim of. Therefore, 
they recommend the passage of the bill. 

TEXT OF BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


8. R. 106, by Mr. Hamlin, April! 26, 1880 (read twice and referred 
to the Naval Committee), Joint Resolution tendering the thanks 
of Congress to Capt. James E. Jouett, of the United States Navy, 
for eminent and conspicuous services in battle. Resolved, etc., 
That the thanks of Congress be, and they arc hereby, extended to 
Capt. James E. Jouett, of the United States Navy, for the eminent 
skill and gallantry displayed by him in the capture and destruc- 
tion of the armed schooner 2 Yacht at Galveston, Texas, on 
the night of Nov. 7, 1861, and in the capture of the war steamer 
Selma at Mobile, Ala., Aug. 5, 1864; and that io further apprecia- 
tion and acknowledgment of his conspicuous bravery and ser- 
vices on those occas.ons he shall be entitled to the benefits of the 
law in cases of officers who have received a vote of thanks pro- 
vided in section 1446 of the Revised Statutes. But this resolution 
shall not entitle Capt. Jouett to promotion as provided in section 
1506 of the Revised Statutes. 

H. R. 6072, by Mr. Stephens, May 7, 1880 (referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs), a bill to reinstate the name of James 
W. Schaumburg on the Army Register, and for his relief. Be i¢ 
enacted, etc., That the President of the United States be, and he 
is hereby, authorized to reinstate the name of James W. Schaum- 
burg on the Army Register, and under the provisions of law place 
him on the retired list of the commissioned officers of the Army, 
with the same rank and pay and emoluments that he would have 
been entitled to receive and enjoy, by seniority in the line of pro- 
motion, if his name had not been mistakenly erased, without re- 
proach, from the Army Register, on and from the 2ith March, 
1845, it being made to fully appear. by decision of the District and 
Circuit Courts of the United States for the E. District of Pennsyl- 
vania and verdict of a jury, in the case of the United States versus 
James W. Schaumburg and others, of August sessions, 1874, num- 
ber four, and the official letters of the War Department March 24, 
1845, and March 28, 1845, that he was a commissioned officer and 
had not resigned his commission as Ist lieutenant United States 
Dragoons on said 24th of March, and that said order of erasure, 
without reproach, was mistakenly and erroneously made; but such 
reinstatement and retirement for seniority shall not be held in any 
way to interfere with the commission or line of promotion of any 
other officer. , 

HI. R. 6093, by Mr. by i May 7, 1880 (referred to the Committee 
on Military Affairs), a bill to establish a board of officers of the 
Army for the purpose of examining the claims of ex-officers for 
restoration to the Army, and for other purposes. De it enacted, 
etc., That the Secretary of War shall ~~ a board of five 
officers of the Army, one of the members of the board to be re- 
corder ; no two members to belong to the same corps or arm of 
service. ‘The duty of this board shall be to assemble in the city of 
Washington and examine the claims of ex-officers to be restored 
to the Army ; the claims of officers for back pay and loss of public 
or private property ; and the claims of enlisted men for loss of 
clothing or other private property that requires an act of Congress 
to remunerate them for their losses. After a full investigation of 
each case, all evidence to be in writing, the board will submit the 
case, with recommendation and all the papers, to the Secretary of 
War, who will transmit them to the chairman of the House Mili- 
tary Committee, with his opinion indorsed thereon. The committee 
shall then report the case to the House, with bill or otherwise, as the 
case may require. The board will uot investigate any Court-mar- 
tial cases of officers or enlisted men. The chairman of the Senate 
and House Military Committees shall transmit to the Secretary of 
War all papers now in their possession relating to claims men- 
tioned in this act, to be by him placed in the possession of the 
board for investigation and report. No claims of the nature men- 
tioned in this act will be entertained by Congress until they have 
been investigated and reported on by the board of officers and 
trarsmitted by the Secretary of War. 

H. R. 6115, by Mr. Briggs, May 10, 1880 (referred to the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs), a bill to amend sections 1522, 1402, and 
1403 of the Revised Statutes relative to the appointment of naval 
constructors and assistant naval constructors, to read as follows : 

Sec. 1522. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to make pro- 
vision, by regulations issued by him, for educating at the Naval 
Academy naval constructors and steam engineers; he may for 
this r form separate classes at the Naval Academy, to be 
styled cadet engineers and cadet naval constructors, or otherwise 
afford to both classes all proper facilities for such scientific me- 
chanical education as shalt t them for said professions. The 
class of naval constructors shall at no time exceed four in num- 
ber, and shall be appointed, after a competitive examination, from 
persons who have served at least three ase as shipwright ap- 
prentices in the Navy-yards of the United States. The academic 
course of cadet naval constructors shall be three years, and their 
pay, before and after graduation. shall be the same as cadet en- 
gineers. 

Src. 1402. The President, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, may appoint naval constructors and assistant naval 
constructors, who shall have rank and pay as officers of the Navy. 
The number of naval constructors shall hereafter be )imited to 
ten, and the number of assistant naval constructors to ten. 

Ssc. 1403. Cadet naval constructors who are graduated with 
credit in the scientific and mechanical class of the Naval Academy 
may, upon recommendation of the academic board, be immediate’y 
ordered to perform such duty as the Navy Department may direct, 
and as vacancies occur may be promo to assistant naval con- 
stractors. 

H. R. 6170, by Mr. Frost, May 10, 1880 (referred to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs), a bill to secure lineal promotion in the 
Army. Be it enacted, etc., That promotion in the Regular Army 
from the lowest commissioned grade into that of colonel, shall be 
made by seniority throughout the several lines of engineers, artil- 
lery, cavalry, and infantry, and in each of the departments of the 
Staff, and not imentally as heretofore. Graduated cadets of 
the same date shall take precedence in the order of rank estab- 
lished at the Military Academy. And when any lieutenant shall 
be promoted his commission shall be dated as of the date on 
which he would have been promoted had section 1204, Revised 
Statutes, been complied with, and he shall be entitled to rank and 
precedence as of that date: Provided, That the pay in the new 
grade shall commence with the actual date of promotion. 

H. R. 6179, by Mr. Maginnis, May 10, 1880 (referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs), a bill to authorize the Subsistence De- 

artment to furnish tobacco at cost price to enlisted men of the 

Jnited States Army. Be it enacted, etc., That tobaeco shall pe 
furnished by the Subsistence Department for sale to the enlisted 
men of the Army at cost price, exclusive of the cost of transporta- 
tion, for cash or on credit, in such quantities as they may require, 
not exceeding 24 ounces per month to each enlisted man. 

Sec 2. That the amount due from any enlisted man for tobacco 
sold to him at cost prices by the United States shall be charged 
upon the pay rolls of such enlisted man for the month in which 
the sale to him was made. 

Ssc. 3. That sections 1149 and 1301 of the — Statutes of the

street on Tuesday, May 11, for annual ins ion and muster. 
The command eight companies, in fatigue uniform, with 
knapsacks, haversacks, and canteens, officers with overcoats 
slung, were wheeled into line at 2 P. Mm. prompt, and on the 
arrival of the inspecting officer the work of the day was com- | 
menced. Asin the case of the 7ist the review in line, and 
inspection of the column, was omitted, the inspection proper 
being commenced after the opening of the ranks. The color 

ard was returned to their companies, and the standard 

rs and general guides correctly took post in the line of 
non-com. staff. The regiment arrived with bayonets unfixed, 
and as the review was omitted, Col. Scott forgot to have the 
bayonets fixed ere wheeling into column for inspection. The 
captain of the ist company did not notice the error, and the 
inspection of arms was conducted with unfixed bayonets. The 
inspection of boxes was clean, the men wearing them to the 
front, and so out of the way of the knapsack, but the haver- 
sack and canteen were incorrectly placed on opposite sides. 
The manual of inspection of the several companies was of a 
very ordinary description, the stack arms decidedly faulty, 
while the sling and unsling knapsacks, although an improve- 
ment on the work of the regiment of the previous day, was 
far behind the standard. The men were remarkably steady 
during the inspection, and officers, as a rule, fairly posted as 
to their duties. The band, 39, were present in their gorgeous 
full dress, which was in marked contrast with the regiment in 
its working uniform. The fallacy of inspecting and muster- 
ing bands as part of the effective strength of a National 
Guard regiment was here made most apparent. Musicians 
are an expensive luxury, and are a necessity on full dress 
parades and drills; but on the one occasion of the year, when 
State officers make a personal inspection and muster of the 
condition of the forces, bands should be omitted. It is 
well known that every man possible is produced for annual 
muster, but why from 30 to 65, as the case may be, non- 
effectives, are permitted to count, is a conundrum, and 
one which only the authorities at Albany can solve. Bands 
should be dropped from the muster ro!ls of the National 
Guard. The muster of the regiment was most satisfactory, 
the command showing a gain of 27 in the present and 23 
in the aggregate. The honors of the muster was divided 
between Cos. C and H, each haying 56 present, but as Co. H 
shows an increase of 14, while C loses 3 since last muster, 
H must be considered the banner company of the year. 
Co. D has the credit of having the largest list of absentees, 
23 out of 61, while Co. G had but 29 men prcsent, the 
smallest in the column. The muster was completed shortly 
after 5 o'clock, and the regiment made a short parade ere 
returning to its armory. The following is the result of the

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Seventy-rizrst New Yorx.—The annual inspections and 
musters of the troops of the State of New York were com- 
menced on Monday, May 10, with the 7ist regiment, New 
York city, Col. Richard Vose. Tie hour announced for the 
commeucement of the ceremonies was 2 o'clock P. M., and 
prompt on time the regiment, nine unequalized ss 
fatigue uniform, heavy marching order, wheeled into line on 
East 34th street. As space would not permit of a full review, 
an equalization was not perfected. On the arrival of the 
inspecting officer Brevet Brigadier-General T. F'. Rodenbough, 
Assistant Inspector-General of the State, Col. Vose tendered 
the usual review in line, but as the full ceremony could not 
be completed the honor was declined, the General deciding 
that the inspection of companies would enable him to judge 
of the general appearance, steadiness, etc., of the regiment. 
Therefore the companies were broken into column, ranks 
opened, color guard conducted to the front, and field, staff, 
and ofticers assumed their proper places. Instead of in- 
specting the color guard at the head of the column it was 
returned to its company, the standard-bearers and general 
guides remaining in one line instead of taking position with 
the non-commissioned staff. They were inspected in this 
position. The general inspection was then commenced, 
Co. D being tho first to undergo.the ordeal. Under General 
Briggs the men were not required to throw up the rifle 
for inspection, the Ordnance Department making a most 
thorough inspection of arms, etc., at regimental] armories, 
but Gen. Rodenbough required that the full duty of the 
ceremony be executed, and from the manner in which the 
pieces were handled it was easily seen that Capt. Clark had 
somewhat neglected this portion of the company drill. As 
a consequence the inspection was far from satisfactory, and 
the men feeling that they were taken at a disadvantage 
became decidedly unsteady. This feeling wag increased at 
the ‘‘open boxes,” for the men were not instructed how to 
wear the haversack and canteen, and as they were slung on 
opposite sides the canteen was immediately over the cartridge 
box, and so an immense amount of fixing was required ere 
the boxes were ready for inspection. The haversack should 
be worn on the left side, canteen outside the haversack. 
The inspecting officer next required the unslinging and 
opening of the knapsack, and here again the captain and men 
were at fault. The stack arms was very poor, and after the 
rear open order the captain faced about the rear, instead of 
the front rank ; knapsacks were opened displaying a ‘‘beg- 
garly row of empty boxes,” and the inspector passed to the 
next company. In the second company (C) the manual was 
fair, but the inspection of boxes and knapsacks was poor, and 
not only in these companies but throughout the column, 
caused mainly from want of practice and the position of the 
canteen, The eighth company in line (K) carried off the 
honors, not only as being the strongest in numbers, but the 
best in drill and discipline. At the conclusion of the inspec- 
tion the muster was commenced, the several rolls being called 
by the first sergeants of companies. Ere the first company 
was completed a thunder shower broke over the command 
and the regiment was marched to its armory, the sun again 
shining bright and clear before the head of the column passed 
into the building. The result of the muster was most grati- 
fying, the command showing an increase of 43 in its effective

was the banner company; 93 present out of a roll of 102, a 
gain of 28 present over last year, with a gain of 12 in the 
aggregate ; while Co. C had a present of 76 against the 43 of 
last year, an increase of 33, with a gain in aggregate of 22.

Coloncl Vose should fecl 
very proud at the marked improvement in his regiment, and 
but for its being compelled to stand the brunt of the first 
inspection of the year, with the whole detail of the ceremony 
changed from the work of the past two or three years, the 
manual of inspection and the slinging and unslinging. of 
knapsacks would have also shown to the credit of the com- 
mand. However, some one had to suffer, and through the 
criticism on the 71st the other organizations of the division 
and State will be benefited. In the evening Gen. Rodenbough 
inspected the books and papers of the Headquarters and sev- 
eral companies at the regimental armory.

Guard, 8. N. Y., was commenced at Creedmoor on Saturday, 
May 8, with the first competition for the Champion Marks- 
man’s Badge, 8. N. Y., 1880, presented by General Alfred C. 
Barnes, General Inspector of the State, under the following 
conditions: Open to all members of the N. R. A. and N. G. S. 
N. Y¥. in uniform (jacket, cap, trousers, and body-belt). Dis- 
tance, 200 and 500 yards, five shots at each distance, Weapon, 
Remington rifle, N. Y. State model. Position—for infantry, 
standing at 200 yards, any, with head to the target, at 500 
yards. Members of cavalry organizations to compete under 
the same conditions as are required of them to qualify for 
the New York State Marksman’s Badge. Entrance fee, fifty 
cents—competitors allowed two entries in each competition, 
but only highest score to take a prize. Members of the 
National Guard who are marksmen of 1879 may count their 
scores made in any competition of this match and prior to 
the date on which their organization is ordered out for 
general practice, as a qualification for the marksman’s badge 
issued by the State. Any members of the National Guard 
who have previously Z ified in the lower classes on the 
general practice days ing this season, may also count the 
scores made in this match su uently, as a qualification for 
the marksman’s badge. In addition to the “ badge” sixty 
ver cent. of the entrance one is divided among the seven 
highest competitors. The match was called at 11 o’clock a.m. 
and was continued throughout the day, a most unusual num- 
ber of early birds reporting. The range was in splendid con- 
dition, the air bracing, while the men were as frisky as 
school boys out for a holiday. At the commencement of the 
match the light was strong and glaring, while the wind was 
from the North and very unsteady. The J awe targets which 
were opened throughout the day were well patronized, many 
of the men declining to compete in the match until the after 
noon, when it was hoped the wind would lull and light soften. 
“The early bird catches the worm ” was not looked on with 
faith by the military men present, and certainly the scores 
made at 200 yards warranted the men in their lack of confi- 
dence in the old saw. 21 was the best record. At the mid 
range the shooting was much improved, and as the men had 
fouud the wind’s force at the pool targets the general average 
was good. The 1:30 train brought heavy reinforcements, but 
with the increase of numbers came no cessation of the wind, 
while the hght, if anything, was worse than in the forenoon. 
There was one hundred and ninety entries, and every target 
at the disposal of the men was kept in active use, the pool 
targets showing over 500 tickets. It was first practice how- 
ever, and buill’s-eyes were particularly scarce, there being but 
sixty-nine punched during the day, so the lucky ones made a 
good investment. At 200 yards the afternoon's practice was 
not very satisfactory, while at 500 the men could not get the 
hang of the wind. At the close Sergeant Thos. J. Dolan, 
12th regiment, was declared the winner with 42 out of the 
ossible 50, and then the men acknowledged that the ‘* early 

ird” had the best of it on this occasion, for Dolan shot one 
of the first in the match. The money prizes were divided 
between the 12th and 7th regiments and two outsiders. 
Considering the weather, and that this was first practice of 
the year for almost all the men present, the work was most 
satisfactory, for out of the ninety odd militiamen engaged in 
the match, nearly one-half won the decoration this first day, 
the 7th regiment having a decided majority.

THE PLAN FOR THE UTE CAMPAIGN. 


HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF THE UNITED SraTEs, } 
Curcaao, Inu, April 3, 1880. 
Hon, A. Ramsey, Secretary of War, Washington ; 

Sir: Gen. Sheridan and I have fully discussed the situation 
of affairs in the Ute country (western Colorado), which forms 
a part of the Department of the Missouri, commanded by 
Gen. John Pope, with headquarters at Fort Leavenworth. 

There are three bodies of men bearing on that country. 
(See Hayden’s map Colorado, No. III.) First, Col. McKen- 
zie’s command at Fort Garland, of about 650 men, com- 
pletely equipped with supplies and transportation, ready to 
advance the moment the snows melt in the passes. Second, 
the force at the old agency at White River north, under 
Lieut-Col. Gilbert, 7th Infantry, of about the same strength 
as that of McKenzie, but not inas good condition for offence, 
because of tke distance from the railroad and impossibility of 
getting forage and supplies at this season of the year. Still 
this force is ample to prevent the White River Utes from re- 
turning to their old haunts, and this is probable the only 
part it can take in the future. We propose to let this party 
build huts, and limit their operations to the single object of 
keeping the Utes farther south, where they can be reached. 
Third, a force of 300 men, mostly of the 15th Infantry, at 
Pagosa Springs, under Col. Buell. We propose to give up 
Pagosa Springs, as already occupied by settlers, and move 
this camp well out to southwest Colorado, on the Animas or 
San Juan, and to allow them the $40,000 appropriated last 
year, and still available to build a post west, and south of 
Animas City, a mining and farming region near which some 
of the Utes will doubtless elect to settle. Please examine 
that eee bill and notify Gen. Sheridan if this sum 
be available for that purpose. If so it will be sufficient. 

The first of these named, viz.: Gen. McKenzie, must be 
chiefly depended on for aggressive movements, and he can 
be re-inforced to any desirable extent by rail, but on the 
theory that we will this spring be only required to occupy the 
Ute country, Gen. McKenzie will be ordered forward as soon 
as wagons Can be used on the road to Saguache and Del Norte 
to the Uncompahgre Agency, and thence to reconnoitre for- 
ward as far as the junction of Gunnison and Grand Rivers, 
to select a site jor a considerable post, one that will ensure 

in all that region. For this purpose $100,000 will be 
indispensably necessary, and I earnestly advise that you ask 
this sum of Congress at the earliest date possible, because the 
post ought to be built this year. Troops cannot well live in 
that region without warmth and shelter, and stores should 
be sent forward before September for the whole of winter. 
With a good strong post at or near the junction of the Gunni- 
son and Grand, the whole of western Colorado, a country 
sup to be rich in gold and silver, can be explored and 
utilized, paying back the cost of these forts a hundred fold. 

Gen. Sheridan and I agree that if the Utes will take land in 
severalty, and become citizens of the State of Colorado, it 
will be a long step in the right direction ; but prudence dic- 
tates that due precautions be taken that the Indians who 
never give notice of their conclusions, ought not to have the 
chance unopposed to resist with ambush and rifles the oecu- 
pation of the lands hitherto construed as their exclusive do- 
main. 

With a strong post on the Gunnison, and the two indicated 
at White River and on the Animas, I feel certain that the 
Army can enforce the peace in that mountain region for 
years tocome. With great respect, etc.,

AMERICAN NAVAL DEFENCE. 


We haye several times called attention to the imperfect | 


condition of the American Navy, and to the claim for superior 
wisdom made by United States politicians when they have 
said, “It is for European States to settle the great dispute 
bet ‘een guns and armor, and-when they have done so we 
wul reorganise our Navy.” The dispute is not settled, and 
perhaps it will never be ‘settled. In the meanwhile it has be- 
come a very. serious problem as to whether the,Government 
of the United States should be content with “the good politi- 
cal conscience,” which a Hungarian statesman pleaded t the 
other day was "worth ‘several hundred thousand soldiers,” or 
whéther it should bestir itself and profit by the experience of 
other governments as far as it has been developed. There 
are seyeral interesting signs that our American cousins have 
been very carefully following the events of the war between 
Chili and Pern. as well as the general condition of affairs in 
other parts of the world. The result, so far, is a sense of 
helplessness that is likely enough to give a distinct complexion 


It cannot be pleasant for Americans to dwell upon the con- 
dition of their naval defences, which is certainly deplorable. 
In order that some of our remarks on’this head shall not 
seem to be exaggerated, we will give good American authority 
for them, Against even a second or third-rate naval power, 
says the New York Tribune, “the United States would be 
utterly without defence.” According to the annual report of 
the Chief of Engineers, the harbors of the United States ‘‘are 
almost eutirely unprotected.” ‘England, France, 8 ve 
Italy, even some of the - oy South American Republics 
continues the Tribune, ‘have ironclads which could blow 
our whole Navy out of the water; and any one of them could 
reduce New York in afew hours.” It is only natural that 
such a deplorable state of affairs should create consternation. 
But matters get worse as we enter into details. All the coast 
fortifications of the United States are antiquated and very 
badly armed. Alterations have been commenced in the for- 
tifications, but the money allowed for the work has been in- 
sufficient. ‘* Some of the new and unfinished works in New 
York Harbor,” observes the authority already quoted. “ can- 
not even be saved from the dilapidation of the weather.” 
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itself has been going to the rats for a long time. 
There has been no building of new vessels, and not oe 


effort has been made to do more than keep existing ones in 

repair. The House Naval Committee has been overhadling 
the existing vessels with a view to a thorough reorganisation. 
It reports that the five vessels classed as first-rate are ‘‘obso- 
lete as vessels of war;” that of the twenty-seven second rates,

On Thursday, April 22, the trials between the Nor- 
denfelt and Hotchkiss machine guns commenced off the 
Isle of Wight. A gun of each inventor is fitted on 
board the Medway, a gun-boat tender to the Hzcellent, 
and a model ef a torpedo boat given to each to experi- 
mentalize upon. 

A REpoRT has been diligently circulated that another 
“‘ Thunderer accident” has only been most narrowly 
escaped in the Channel Squadron. It is alleged that 
during practice at sea, a gun on the main deck of one 
of the ships missed fire when an electric broadside was 
fired, and that the gun’s crew failed to detect the non- 
discharge of their gun, which was then run in and 
double-loaded, the original battering-charge and Palliser 
shot being supplemented by a full charge and Palliser 


shot. In this case, there were no hydraulic gear, but bral 


the running in and loading was done by the crew. 

A FATAL accident occurred at the military exercise 
ground at Marseilles, which does not speak highly for 
the results of the reorganization of the French army. 
From some unexplained error two squadrons of Chas- 
seurs, charging with drawn sabres at full gallop, came 
into direct collision. Twelve of the men were thrown 
off their horses; one was killed on the spot, and three 
were badly wounded. This, states a contemporary, is 
the second time that such an accident has occurred in 
the same corps. An official inquiry has been ordered. 

THE manceuvres of the Austrian Army in the camp at 
Bruck will take place this year in five periods, extend- 
ing from May 12 to September 7. 

Tar Berliner Zeitung has caused some sensation in 
Germany by a terrible description which it has pub- 
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lished of the maltreatment to which a soldier, and espe- 
cially a younz recruit, in the German army is liable to 
be subjected at the caprice of his superior, and without 
any hope of redress. Kicks in the stomach, boxes on 
the ear, blows with a sheathed sword or the butt end of 
a musket, are part of the treatment to which the soldier 
must submit. The number of cases of saicicc in the 
German army wh‘ch, as we recently stated, is exceed- 
ingly , is mentioned by the writer in support of his 
case. Ill-treated by his superiors, drilled till he faints 
from fatigue, subjected to the most cruel tortures, 
which compare with those of the Inquisition, the sol- 
dier, despairing of obtaining justice or relief, puts an 
end to his life. 

In the French Chamber of Deputies, May 10, a draft 
of the convention of Jan. 15, 1880, between France and 
the United States for settling claims for damages 
suffered by French subjects during the civil war, was 
introduced, declared urgent, and voted. 

Tue Channel squadron, which was ordered to cruise 
in search of the training-ship Atalanta, has arrived in 
Bantry Bay. No news of the missing vessel has been 
obtained.
